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Temporary measures to prevent trouble during haj 

Saudi Arabia to set 

on pilgrims 



AMMAN, March 23, (Reu- 
ter): Saudi Arabia will tem- 
porarily limit the size of the 
annual pilgrimage to Muslim 
holy sites in the kingdom, 
Saudi Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al Faisal said 
today. 

. Last year's haj pilgrimage to 
Makfcah and Madina was 
marred by bloody dashes bet- 
ween Saudi security forces and 
Iranian pilgrims in which at least 
400 people were killed. 

The Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OIC), meanwhile, 
has vowed to aid Saudi Arabia if 
Israel hits missiles in the king- 
dom. 

Prince Saud told a meeting of 
the OIC foreign ministers in 
Amman that the decision to set 
quotas on pilgrim numbers was 


taken in light of "current circum- 
stances and the increasing num- 
ber of visitors to the kingdom 
during the haj." 

He did not give details of the 
restrictions, but said they would 
be in force while a major 
programme to enlarge the two 
holy shrines and improve pilgrim 
facilities was carried out. 

Caused 

Political demonstrations by 
Iranian pilgrims have caused 
friction between Tehran and 
Riyadh since the 1979 Iranian 
revolution brought Ayatollah 
Khomeini to power. 

Iran has announced it intends 
to send 1 50,000 pilgrims to Saudi 
Arabia for this year's haj. 

Prince Saud urged Islamic 
countries to support Saudi

Arabia's - measures to prevent 
trouble at the pilgrimage and to 
"safeguard its sovereignty.” 

He said Saudi Arabia did not 
seek enmity with Iran and felt 
"love and respect for the Muslim 


Iranian people.” 

Prince Saud said that OIC 
expressed solidarity with Saudi 
Arabia in facing the Iranian riots 
in Makkah last year. 

He also said that Lhe organisa- 
tion supported Saudi measures 
taken to protect the two holy 
shrines, and preserve peace and 
security during the pilgrimage 
this year. 

The OIC nations said today 
they would support Saudi 
Arabia in the face of veiled Israeli 
"threats” to destroy the king- 
dom’s new intermediate-range 
missile batteries. 

The foreign ministers of the 
OIC decried any attempt by 
Israel to “violate international 
conventions” by attacking the 
desert kingdom. 

Their statement was very 


similar in wording to earlier 
declarations by OIC Secretary- 
General Shari ffudin Pirzada — 
and by Syria and Jordan, which 
said they would consider any 
attack on Saudi Arabia to be an 
attack on them. 

“I am sending a cable to King 
Fahd supporting his Muslim kin- 
gdom and our Saudi brothers 
against the Israeli threats.” Pir- 
zada said. 

The official, said the OIC 
members would support the 
Saudis "morally and, if neces- 
sary, militarily.” 

Saudi Arabia recently 
acq | uired Chinese CSS-2 missiles, 
which ha ve a range of 2,200 miles 
(3,500 kilometres). They are 
capable of being fitted with 
nuclear warheads, but the Saudis 
have denied that this will be 
done. 


Moscow summit date set 


WASHINGTON, March 23, 
(Reuter): President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- > 
chev will hold their fourth sum- 
mit from- May 29 to June 2 in 
Moscow, Reagan ann ounced 
today: 

"We can announce that it has 
been agreed that the Moscow 
summit will be from May 29 to 
June 2,” Reagan said during a 
brief appearance m the White 
House rose, garden with Soviet 
Foreign /Minister Eduard* 
Shevardnadze. 

Reagan and Gorbachev, who 
met previously m Geneva, Reyk- 
javik and last December, in 
Washington, have said they ' 
would like to sign in Moscow a 


sweeping treaty halving superp- 
ower strategic nuclear weapons. 

Asked if such an accord could 
be finished by May. Reagan told 
reporters: "I have ho way to ans- 
wer that now." ‘ 

. Asked if the two leaders might 
al least be able to sign an 
"agreement in principle” on key 
strategic arms issues, if not a for- 
mal treaty, Reagan said: "I think 
we had an agreement in principle 
that even led to this”, point on 
schediduig a summit. 

Reagan's comments were 
nearly drowned out by reporters' 
questions as Shevardnadze, here 
to' plan the summit, stood 
nearby.

UN censures 
US in 
PLO row 

UNITED NATIONS, March 
23, (Reuter): The General 
Assembly, by 148 votes to two, 
censured the United States today 
for its action to close the PLO's 
UN mission. 

The assembly, with opposition 
only from the United States and 
Israel, adopted a resolution 
deploring the US failure to com- 
ply with obligations under a 1 947 
agreement that established UN 
headquarters in New York. 

UN Attorney-General Edwin 
Meese sought a federal court 
order yesterday to dose the mis- 
sion. This gave the PLO 20 days 
to respond. 

Before the General Assembly 
vote. United States delegate Her- 
bert Okun said the government 
would take no further steps to 
dose the mission until the court 
reached a decision on Meese's 
action. 

"The United States is proudly 
a country of laws and will defend 
the legal process,” Okun said. 

He also said that the United 
States was proud to be hosting 
the United Nations and had 
always taken its obligations 
under • the headquarters 
agreement seriously. 

Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar has called the 
action against the PLO a clear 
violation of the agreement. 

• Okun noted that the Anti- 
terrorism Act, under which the 
United States moved to close the 
mission, was adopted over objec- 
tions by the executive branch of 
the govemmenL 

Referring to Perez de Cuellar’s 
invoking of a section of the 
headquarters accord that calls 
for binding arbitration in case of 
disputes, Okun said it would be 
premature to "consider the 
appropriateness of arbitration.”

The Indian Parliament today 
passed a controversial con- 
stitutional amendment giving 
the government sweeping 
powers to fight Sikh terrorism in 

Punjab.

2 killed, 15 hurt in 
Israeli air raid on 
Palestinian targets 


SIDON, Lebanon, March 23, 
(Reuter): Israeli jets attacked 
Palestinian and Lebanese targets 
in South Lebanon today killing 
two Palestinian commandos and 
wounding. 1 5 people in the third 
air raid this month, security 
sources said. 

They said four planes made 
five runs within an hour on 
commando positions in the 
villages of Abra, Karkha, 
Bramiyeh, Sharhabil and Maj- 
dalyoun near Sidon, south of 
Beirut. 

Two other jets provided coyer 
for the raiding planes which 
fired at least 25 rockets and 
dropped time bombs over the 
hilltop villages 

Killed 

The rockets killed two Pales- 
tinian commandos and woun- 
ded 15 Palestinians, including 
eight civilians. Four of the 
injured were children, hospital 
sources said. 

The raid also destroyed elec- 
tricity cables, causing a power 
blackout in the Sidon region. 

Eye-witnesses said the fifth 
bombing run came as people 
gathered to tend casualties from 
the previous strikes. Reporters 
and photographers at the scene 


had a narrow escape. 

Security sources said the five 
consecutive air strikes within one 
hour targeted Palestinian bases 
of the Marxist Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP). led by Nayef Hawai- 
meh, and the Fatah Revolution- 
ary Council (FRC). headed by 
Abu Nidal. 

Controls 

The planes also blasted Leban- 
ese positions of the Tawheed 
Movement, led by Saeed 
Shaaban. as well as the Popular 
Liberation Army (PLA) which 
controls security in Sidon. 

"Black smoke billowed over 
the area and several fires broke 
out in the tree-lined villages,” 
witnesses said. 

Dozens of panic-stricken 
civilians from nearby villages 
fled to Sidon as the jets circled for 
at least an hour before heading 
back to Israel over the 
Mediterranean. 

In Tel Aviv, an Israeli military 
spokesman confirmed the 
attack. 

"All the planes returned safely 
to base and the pilots reported 
the destruction of targets," he 
added. 


Iran keeps up 
attack on ships 


DUBAI, March 23, (Reuter): A 
Cypriot grain carrier was ablaze 
in tiie Strait of Hormuz tonight 
several hours after Iranian gun- 
boats attacked it as it entered the 
Gulf, shipping sources in the 
region said. 

Flames lit up the area as lugs 
battled to bring the fire aboard 
34346-tonne Odysseas H under 
control 10 miles off the northern 
tip of Oman. 

The sources said there were no 
injuries among the crew. The tugs 
planned to tow the ship, loaded 
with barley, to Dubai, they 
added. 

The gunboats ambushed the 
vessel in the busy strait through 
which all ships must pass to enter 
or leave the hazardous Gulf. 

Omani patrol boats were 
heard on marine radio angrily 
warning Iranian vessels out of, 
Oman's territorial waters. The 
sources said they believed the 
Omanis were trying to help the 
stricken carrier. 

Location 

The Odysseas H was hit at the 
same location as the Spanish 
cargo ship Iberian Reefer, struck 
by eight rockets on Monday. 
That vessel later limped into the 
eastern United Arab Emirates 
port of Khor Fakkhan. 

Iran has attacked six neutral 
merchant ships since Saturday 
when Iraq, in the worst single air 
raid in the shipping war. killed 46 
crewmen on two Iranian tankers 


at Tehran's Kharg Island oil ter- 
minal in the northern Gulf. 

Iraq said a long-range Iranian 
missile exploded in Baghdad, 
killing and wounding civilians as 
the so-called “war of the cities” 
dragged on. 

The missile, the Iraqi News 
Agency reported, crashed in a 
residential neighbourhood "kill- 
ing and wounding civilians and 
destroying property." 

The agency, did not give an 
exact casualty count. It had ackn- 
owledged that Iraqi gunners fired 
a similar projectile into Tehran 
yesterday. 

Impractical 

In Amman, Iran's represen- 
tative at a meeting of the Organ- 
isation of Islamic Conference 
foreign ministers said the group 
had "adopted impractical stands 
on the war” and had ignored or 
welcomed "Iraq's murderous 
and devilish actions.” 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz yesterday accused Iran of 
treating the OIC and the UN 
ceasefire resolution with scorn. 

On Monday Perez de Cuellar, 
saying he was “appalled” by the 
new escalation in fighting, made 
a new appeal for the warring 
nations to accept a ceasefire ana 
begin peace talks. 

King Hussein, who is visiting 
Pakistan, urged has the host 
country to persuade neighbour- 
ing Iran to end more than seven 
years of war with Iraq. 
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Mitterrand 
seeks a 
second term 

PARIS, March 23, (Reuter): 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
trying to show he is not too old 
for a second term as President, 
opened his re-election campaign 
today by plunging into the caul- 
dron of French student politics 
with a vigour belying his 71 
years. 

"It was starting to get boring,” 
Mitterrand told journalists at a 
Paris higher education exhibi- 
tion as hundredsof students scuf- 
fled with each other, chanting 
"Mitterrand retire, Mitterrand 
get lost” or "Hang in there Mit- 
terrand.” 

The venue for Mitterrand's 
first visit since announcing be 
was running for re-election was 
chosen deliberately to emphasise 
that, despite his age, he could roll 
up bis sleeves and join the 
political fray, presidential aides 
told reporters. 

"Let me tell you a secret I wish 
I was 10 years younger," Mit- 
terrand told a television intervi- 
ewer after announcing his can- 
didature last evening. 

Swept off 
by a plane 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Califor- 
nia, March 23, (UPI): An 
eight-year-old girl flying a 
kite was swept off the ground 
when the stringgot caught in a 
low-flying aircraft, yanking 
her 10 feet (three metres) into 
the air and carrying her 200 
feet (61 metres) across the 
park, she said yesterday. 
Deandra “Andi” Anrig, was 
using 200-pound test line 
while flying her kite on Sun- 
day afternoon at Shoreline 
Park with her parents and 
friends. 

As an aeroplane fiew overhead, 
she was suddenly jerked into 
the air, she said. 

Lifted 

“It was the scariest rhing,".she 
said yesterday. "All I knew 
was that I was going up in the 
air.” 

The girl and witnesses said she 
was lifted about 10 feet (3 m) 
into the air and carried some 
200 feet (61 m) across the 
park. 

"I let go of the kite .when I 
thought I was goingto hit a 
tree,” she said. "I fell straight 
on my back.”

Afghan rebel government 


AMMAN, March 23, (Reuter): 
Pakistan will not recognise an’ 
interim government formed by 
anti-Soviet Afghan guerrillas, a» 
senior official said today. 

Commerce Minister Mah- 
bubul Haq. representing. Pakis- 
tan at an Organisation oflslamic 
Conference meeting in Amman, 
said: "The OIC should recognise 
a government chosen freely by 
the Afghan people after an 

after™ Lhe return of Afghan 
refugees.” 

Asked if Pakistan would 
recognise the interim muja- 
hedeen government, Haq said: 
"No, and we don’t recognise the 
Kabul government either.” 

The 46-member OIC had 
earlier rejected a request by a 
seven-party Afghan guerrilla 


alliance for OIC recognition of 
the interim government formed 
under mujahedeen leader 
Ahmad Shah. 

"Who are we to deride? The 
•test for their popularity is the 
Afghan people. If they -survive 
the test, the whole world should 
applaud,” Haq told a news con- . 
ference. 

Afghanistan was suspended 
from the OIC in early 1980 after 
Soviet troops installed a pro- 
Moscow government in Kabul. 

Haq denied Pakistan was to 
blame for holding up signing of 
an agreement at UN-mediated 
peace talks with Afghanistan in 
Geneva. The talks are stalled on 
the issues of aid to the pro-Soviet 
Kabul government and who 
should rule after an estimated 
115,000 Soviet troops leave the 
country. 


He said Soviet insistence on 
continuing its aid to the Kabul 
government after US military 
supplies to the Afghan muja- 
hedeen rebels ended meant disar- 
ming one side in the eight-year- 
old conflict. 

Haq called for a simultaneous 
stoppage of arms supplies to both 
sides and commitments by out- 
side powers not to send more 
weapons to Afghanistan after 
settlement. . 

Haq said Jordan's King Hus- 
sein, now on an official visit to 
Pakistan, had discussed Afghan- 
istan with Pakistani President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq and 
"we greatly appreciate his 
advice.” 

But he said Jordan was not 
mediating formally between 
Moscow and Islamabad. 


Shultz may 
visit 

Mideast again 

WASHINGTON!, March 23, 
(Agencies): Secretary of State 
George Shultz will probably 
travel to the Middle East within 
two weeks if Israel -agrees to fur- 
ther discussions on his regional 
peace plan, an Israeli diplomat 
said yesterday. 

Asher Naim, the Information 
Minister at the Israeli embassy, 
said lie expects Israel's cabinet 
will vote to keep alive the Shultz 
peace initiative when the issue is 
debated. 

"Apparently, Secretary Shultz 
will be in the Middle East ... in 
two weeks time again,” he told 
reporters at the National Press 
Chib. 

Israel will not reject the US 
peace proposals, “and if the 
government indeed decides a 
neutral way — that means you 
continue negotiations — then 
probably Secretary Shultz will go 
to the Middle East” 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said that Shultz 
had not yet decided to return to 
the Mideast, where he conducted 
a diplomatic shuttle last month. 

In occupiedJerusalerru Israel’s 
divided inner cabinet was due 
today to debate the US peace 
plan following Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir's return from 
Washington. 

Plan 

Shamir, who refusal to accept 
the US proposals, briefed mini- 
sters of his right-wing Likud bloc 
on his trip. 

. On his arrival in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday, Shamir said Israel was 
under no US pressure to accept 
the peace plan which calls for an 
international conference next 
month and negotiations on the 
final status of the occupied areas 
by the end of the year. 

In the Israeli-occupied areas,

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17 hurt in Philippine 
supermarket blast

MANILA. March 23. (Agen- 
cies): At least 17 people were 
wounded, three seriously, whena 
bomb exploded today at a super- 
market in the southern Philip- 
pine city of Davao, a military 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the blast 
occurred while many customers 
were inside the supermarket, 
about 300 meters (yards) away 
from the military headquarters 
in the city. 

No arrests were made and the 
military said they did not know 
who was responsible for the 
bombing. 

Davao, 600 miles (960 kins) 
from Manila, lies on the south- 
eastern part of troubled Min- 
danao Island where government 
forces are fighting communist 
guerrillas and Muslim separatist 
rebels. 

It was the fourth bombing in 
Mindanao in 24 hours. 

Three bombs exploded in 
Zamboanga, like Davao a 
predominantly Christian city 
wounding two soldiers, police 
said. 

Unexploded 

Early today, police also found 
an unexploded Soviet-made 
grenade outside a M uslim bank 
in Zamboanga. 

No group has claimed respon- 
sibility for any of the incidents. 

In Zamboanga city, police said 
two Army sergeants were injured 
when a time bomb exploded 
while they were trying to defuse it 
last night, hours after two other 
bombs exploded in the heart of 


the city. 

Police said no one was injured 
in the two other explosions, out- 
side the city hall and the neigh- 
bouring office of the National 
Bureau of Investigation. 

The bomb that injured the two 
sergeants was in a gift-wrapped 
package delivered by a passenger 
jeep driver to guards at the gate 
of a Philippine air force base on 
the outskirts of Zamboanga, 
police said. Suspicious guards 
immediately called in the bomb 
disposal unit, 

Lt Col Anthony Elias, spok- 
esman of the military’s southern 
command in Zamboanga, 540 
miles (864 kilometres) southeast 
of Manila, said authorities had 
several suspects, but he declined 
to identify any of them pending 
their arrests. 

Meanwhile, 20 Moro 
National Liberation Front 
rebels attacked a marine detach- 
ment in Banan town near 
Basilan, 10 miles ( 1 6 kilometres) 
south of Zamboanga, at dawn 
yesterday, the military said. 

The marines drove off the 
Muslim guerrillas after a 1 0-min- 
ute exchange of gunfire in which 
one trooper was killed and seven 
people, including militiamen and 
civilians, were wounded, the 
military said. There was no 
immediate word on any rebel 
casualties. 

In another incident suspected 
communist rebels shot dead a 
policeman in a Manila suburb, 
police said. 


Restore 
order, tells 
Supreme 
Soviet 

MOSCOW, March 23, (Neuter): 
The Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet called on the leaders of 
Azerbaijan and Armenia today 
to restore order in the troubled 
Transcaucasus and to protect the ' 
interests of all ethnic groups 
there. 

A strongly-worded statement 
issued at the end of a special 
session on nationalist problems 
in the region said the crisis had 
inflicted harm on the people of 
both republics and attempts to 
put pressure on the Soviet state 
would not be tolerated. 

The parliaments of Azerbaijan 
and Armenia were told to take 
“the necessary coordinated 
measures to strengthen socialist 
law and order, to defend the law- 
ful interests of citizens of aJI 
nationalities and to bring to strict 
justice those who ... destabilise 
the situation, eroding the friend- 
ship and cooperation of fraternal 
Soviet peoples.” 

The statement was carried by 
the official Tass news agency. 

It was inadmissible, the 
statement said, for “self-pro- 
claimed groups” to advocate the 
redrawing of boundaries which 
could lead to unpredictable con- 
sequences. 

Analysts said the wording 
seemed to make clear that the 
Kremlin would not give the dis- 
puted Azerbaijani region of 
Nagorno-Karabakh to neigh- 


Dukakis ahead of Bush 
in presidential race: poll

WASHINGTON, March 23, 
(Reuter): Democrat Michael 
Dukakis would be elected US- 
President over Republican Vice- 
President George Bush if the 
election were held now, accord- 
ing to a Washington Post-ABC 
news public opinion poll. 

But while favouring Massa- 
chusetts Governor Dukakis 
now,' tbe voters surveyed for the 
poll said they still believed a 
Republican would win when the 
election was actually held on 
Nov 8, the Washington Post said 
today. 

Even so, it said, the poll sug- 
gested for the first time the pos- 
sibility of a Democraticpresiden- 
tial victory. 

The poll followed other 
surveys showing Dukakis ahead 
of Bush in Michigan and New 
York. 

The three polls indicated a sig- 


nificant shift From those two 
weeks ago that showed Bush well 
ahead of all other candidates foll- 
owing his wins in 16 of the 17 
state primaries held on “Super 
Tuesday," March 8. 

The Washington Post said the 
new poll indicated Dukakis 
would be elected President over 
Bush with 50 per cent of the vote 
to Bush's 45 per cent if the elec- 
tion were held now. 

ABC had said earlier the poll 
gave Dukakis a narrow 49-48 per 
cent lead. There was no 
immediate explanation why the 
two organisations got different 
figures from the same poll. 

The newspaper said three of 
every five voters surveyed, 
believed a Republican would be 
elected President on Nov 8 even 
though many of them said they 
would vote for Dukakis rather 
than Bush if the election were 
held now.

BRASILIA, March 23, (AP): 
Lawmakers overwhelmingly 
rejected a parliamentary system 
in favour of a presidential system 
of government, and voted that 
presidents will have a five-year 
term. 

In a vote yesterday that cap- 
ped a year of debate, the 559 
legislators writing a new con- 
stitution voted 344 for presiden- 
tialism and 212 voted to change 


to parliamentarism. There were 
three abstentions. 

It was the first time since the 
constitutional assembly con- 
vened in February of 1986 that 
all lawmakers were present 

Later yesterday, lawmakers 
voted by 305 votes that the man- 
date of future presidents would 
be five years and not the four 
years proposed by 223 leg- 
islators. This time 530 assem- 
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blymen voted and there were 
three abstentions. The vote did 
not cover the term of President 
Jose Sarney, which will be voted 
on at a later date. 

The vote was seen as a huge 
victory for Sarney, who had lob- 
bied against parliamentarism 
saying it would bring further 
economic and social chaos to a 
country wrought by high infla- 
tion and widespread poverty. 


Killing of babies 

BRUGES, Belgium, March 23, 
(UP I): A 33-year-old woman has 
confessed to killing eight new- 
born babies, seven girls and a 
boy, between 1980 and 1987, 
officials said yesterday. 

Seven of the children were 
killed in Belgium and one in Ben- 
idorm, Spain, where the woman 
was on holiday in 1983. the 
officials said. 

The investigation into the case 
started in January last year when 
employees of a supermarket in 
the nearby coastal resort town of 
Ostend found the bodies of two 
newborn babies, a boy and a girl, 
in a plastic bag in a toilet. 


Pakistan 
denies 
transit of 
Iranian Jews 

AMMAN, March 23, (Reuter): 
Pakistan today denied an 
indirect Iraqi allegation that it 
was colluding in the organised 
emigration of Iranian Jews to 
Israel via Pakistani territory. 

“There is no such question 
that Pakistan will ever condone 
an arrangement whereby there 
will be a Jewish repatriation to 
Israel,” Pakistani ’ Commerce 
Minister Mahbubui Haq said. 

“We are on record opposing... 
any such move which upsets the 
balance of population there and 
upsets the rights of the Palestin- 
. ian people," he told reporters. 

Haq, representing Pakistan at 
an Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference meeting in Amman, said 
his country, which borders Iran, 
should not be “maligned" on the 
issue. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz has accused Iran of collud- 
ing with Israel on the emigration 
of Iranian Jews. 

“Recent events have revealed 
the size of the Jewish emigration 
from Iran to occupied Pales- 
tine," Aziz told the OIC in a 
speech yesterday. 

He said there had been a rise in 
the number of Jews passing 
through Austria and -“certain 
Isl am i c states which are members 
of this organisation," an 
apparent reference to Pakistan. 

Iraq proposed including the 
item on the OIC agenda, a move 
Haq said risked widening rifts 
among Islamic states. 

Pakistan is neutral in the 7-1/2- 
year-old Iran- Iraq war. 


Coup prediction 

PANAMA CITY, March 23, 
(Reuter): Ousted President Eric 
Arturo Delvalle predicted a new 
coup attempt against Panama's 
de facto ruler General Manuel 
Antonio Noriega as an anti- 
government strike and economic 
warfare brought the country to a 
virtual standstill. 

Delvalle, in hiding since he was 
ousted last month after trying to 
fire Noriega, also rejected the 
general’s conditional offer to 
step down as ridiculous.

COLOMBO, March 23, (Reu- 
ter): Indian peace-keeping 
troops and Sri Lankan police 
opened fire at random, injuring 
six civilians, after a grenade 
attack today in an eastern Sri 
Lankan town, residents said. 

Residents in Batticaioa said by 
telephone that the troops and 
police opened fire after a grenade 
was tossed at a police station, 
blowing a hole in a wad but caus- 
ing no injuries. : 

“Indians and police burst in 
spraying gunfire at random after 
the grenade exploded,” a 
resident said. 

“They almost fired at anything 
that moved. Whoever threw the 
grenade had escaped by the time 
they started shooting,” the 
resident said.

It provides 
weather information to 
navigators, builders, insurers 
and others.

British academics remove misconceptions 

Hundreds of students seek advice

BRITISH academics are wind- 
ing up their three-day visit to 
Kuwait today satisfied that they 
wereabie to deal with some of the 
misconceptions about the British 
education system raised in their 
discussions with education auth- 
orities and students. 

The academics held wide-ran- 
ging talks at Kuwait University 
and with the Ministry of Educa- 
tion officials and gave advice to 
hundreds of potential students 
aged between 13 and 50. The 
meetings revealed misapprehen- 
sions on both sides, said the 
leader of the delegation David 
Sharp of the Glasgow Univer- 
sity. 

They described their mission 
as extremely successful. Some 
mission members have run out of 
university prospectuses and oth- 
ers are taking home the actual 
applications for postgraduate 
-studies. All agreed that the 
dialogue with the Kuwait's auth- 
orities and students must con- 
tinue with the only difference of 
opinion referring to the precise 
form of the follow-up effort. 

Assured 

The British academics assured 
the Kuwaiti officials who 
demanded high academic stan- 
dards that they shared their 
views. 

Sharp expressed surprise al the 
misunderstanding of some 
features of the British education 
system by the officials and 
students which made him think 
that the dialogue they had was 
long overdue. “The British sys-

tern is not what it used to be 25 
years ago and we hope that we 
made that clear in our discus- 
sions,” said Kamal Andrawes of 
the University of Strathclyde. 

One area of mis understanding 
centred on problems related to 
entry into British universities of 
Kuwaiti students leaving school. 

The common misapprehen- 
sion is that a school leaving cer- 
tificate is sufficient to get a place 
at a British university, said 
Sharp. “This is not so. It needs 
further topping up,” he said. 
This is available through so 
called access programmes desig- 
ned to bridge a gap between a 
school leaving certificate and the 
requirements to enter a UK 
university. 

R. Alexander of the University 
of Bradford summed it up: “The 
Kuwaitis have not realised how 


in recent years we ha ve made ease 
of entry to undergraduate 
programmes more appropriate.” 

“One of the reasons why the 
Kuwaitis have sent so many 
students to the US was that they 
perceived a very large mism atch 
between the standards reached at 
the end of the schooling in 
Kuwait and the standards 
required to enter British univer- 
sities.” said Alexander adding 
that the Kuwaitis felt that the 
American system was much 
more amenable to a natural 
progression. 

The academics also made clear 
that course work is an important 
part of PhD preparation at Brit- 
ish universities. This was news to 
the Kuwaitis who favour course 
work and were under the impres- 
sion that it was given more 
importance in the US. 


Overhaul of housing system 
for civil servants proposed 


THE Civil Service Council 
(CSC) has recommended an 
overhaul .of the current system of 
housing for government 
employees, according to the 
council's acting president, 
Rashed Abdul Aziz Al Rashed 
yesterday. 

In a statement to Kuna, Al 
Rashed said the CSC met Tues- 
day night and revived the present 
housing system for civil servants. 

Al Rashed, who is also the 
State Minister for Cabinet 
Affairs, added that the council 
decided to ask competent auth- 
orities to thoroughly examine the 
system. 


He pointed out that the CSC 
also discussed financial rewards 
ford vil servants who accompany 
haj caravans, and took 
appropriate decisions. 

But he indicated that these 
attendants of haj caravans differ 
from the offirial attendants of the 
medical team of the health minis- 
try.

AN assistant undersecretary at 
Kuwait’s Social Affairs and 
Labour Ministry, Abdulla 
Gholoum, said that the dis- 
covery of oil had resulted in 
several social changes in Kuwaiti 
society.

He said that statistics on the 


population from 1955 to 1985 
showed a great increase of 
expatriates over citizens. 

Hesaid anumberoflocal laws, 
such as the rent law and the law 
reserving special housing areas 
for Kuwaitis and other areas for 
non-Kuwaitis affected relations 
between Kuwaitis and non- 
Kuwaitis and even among 
-Kuwaitis themselves. He said 
that the human relations were 
being changed in a passive way. 
He said the laws separated 
Kuwaiti families because mem- 
bers were obliged to live in 
houses selected by the authorities 
and not according to their 
desires.

A surfeit of Lebanese restaurants 
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the menus are only slightly 
more comprehensive than in 
the small cafes, while the prices 
are much higher and the quality 
of the food much the same. 

Decor and atmosphere are 
the invisible items on one's bill 
and both Le Tarbondbe and A1 
Hamidi give good value for 
money in this respect. The 
Regency Palace Hotel is out- 
handing for the elegance of its 
design and the high quality of 
the materials used in its con- 
struction. Heavy wooden, 
brass-studded grills frame the 
windows of the AI Hamidi Bke 
portcullises, while the chain - 
mail curtains accentuate the 
medieval tone. Natural 
materials such as rush matting, 
archways inseL with large peb- 
bles and the sound ofa waterfall 
create a rustic atmosphere 
which is echoed in the cheese- 
cloth napkins and elegant blue 
and white tableware. 

Before the meal hot flannels 
are provided and then the guest 
is shown a miniature carved 
wooden doorway which opens 
to reveal the menu inside. The 
range of dishes offered at the Al 
Hamidi is more limited than at 


Le Tarbouche. The starters 
comprise a small selection of 
hot and cold mezzeh (including 
delicacies such as quail and 
frogs’ legs) but lacks a recom- 
mended selection of mezzeh 
which guests unfami liar with 
Middle Eastern food would 
appreciate. The main course 

menu offers a limited number of 

chicken and lamb kebab dishes 
and a choice of grilled or fried 
humour, zubeidi and Gulf 
prawns. For dessert one helps 
oneself from a buffet of Arabic 
pastries and sweets. 

Mezzeh 

As thirst-quenchers we chose - 
. glasses of fresh apple juice and 
lemon juices and avoided the 
extortionately expensive Moc- 
tails, some of which were over 
KD2 per glass. The star of the 
six mezzeh we selected was 
undoubtedly the fattayer — 
crisp, hot pastry parcels filled 
with a moist and tasty mixture 
of spinach, pine nuts, onions 
and lemon juice. Both the mut- 
tabul (aubergine and tab ini 
puree) with its smoky, bar- 
bequed flavour and the blander 
h umm us (chick pea and tahini 
puree) provided mellow con- 


trasts to the sharp, tangy taste 
of the salads. The parsley, mint 
tomato and cracked wheat 
salad known as tabooleh is 
essential on any mezzeh table, 
but its success depends on the 
careful balance of the different 
ingredients, which the chef had 
certainly got right at the Al 
Hamidi. The fattoosh, by con- 
trast, was a failure — too much 
lemon juicehad been used rn the 
dressing and too many 
tomatoes in the salad. The 
shrimp salad was disappoint- 
ing. the shrimps were soft in 
texture as if undercooked but 
the garlic dressing was appetis- 
ing. 

Like the mezzeh, the main 
course dishes were generous in 
size. The grilled king-sized 
prawns consisted of eight, 
sweet jumbo prawns arranged 
on two skewers on a bed of 
lettuce and fresh parsley and 
served with home-made french 
fries and a piquant tartare 
sauce. The grilled zubeidi, 
which had the same garnish , 
was cooked to moist, mouth- 
watering perfection but served 
with a rather tasteless parsley 
sauce.

Roh has impressed many Koreans 


Depression settles 
over activists 


By Daniel SnekJer 

SEOUL: After the heady days of 
revolt last June, a mood -of 
'depression has settled over South 
Korea's student activists. 

' Last month only a handful of 
activists, 30 at most, turned out 
at a Seoul University to protest 
the inauguration of Korea's new 
President. The portable louds- 
peakers at the top of the univer- 
sity library steps blared out the 
message. “Unite to resist the suc- 
cession of Roh Tae Wool” 

South Korea's vibrant student 
.■movement led a revolt of millions 
against the military-backed 
-government of Chun Doo Hwan. 
/Against all expectations, they 
won their demand for free, direct 
elections of the president 

- Tens of thousands of students 
were mobilised during the elec- 
tion campaign to organise forthe 
opposition and to monitor poll- 
ing to ensure a fair vote. 

- But their expectations were 
'dashed when the opposition split 
and the government won a min- 
ority victory. Many charged 
fraud, but few had the heart to 
return again to the streets. 

“I am very, interested in 
politics,” said OHe Seoul activist, 
a student at a Catholic medical 
college. “But after the election, 
my energies are drained. When 
Roh comes on the television, I 
only think that I will have to 
watch him for five years.” 

‘ President Roh has impressed 
many Koreans with the 
egalitarian imagery of his new 
government, appealing to the 
“ordinary people" and eschew- 
ing the imperial trappings of 
power that Chun wrapped him- 
self in. 

Critical 

=aBLob-has been critical of the

1 trieiteaS^n political' freedom- 1 
and abuses of power. The middle 
class, key allies of the students 
last summer, seems willing to 
give Roh a chance to prove ne is 
really different. 

Yet students still remain lar- 
gely skeptical. 

• “I fee* Roh is not really admit- 
. ting the mistakes that were com- 
nuiled in ihe past by the 
military ," said a classmate of the 
medical student. 

“He’s making conciliatory 
...gestures by partially revealing 
: their wrongdoings ... They are 
• cosmetic changes.” 

The movement, according to 
; several sources insideits secretive 
and radical leadership, has two 
' opinions about the changes since 
’ June. More hard-line elements 
hold that they are totally super- 
ficiaL The other view, says one 
proponent, is “there is a real. 

: qualitative change. The question 
; is whether it lasts or is tem- 
porary." 

j “I feel it is here to stay.” the 
graduate student explained in a 
dark coffee shop near Seoul's 


prestigious Yonsei University, 
“because first of all Korea enjoys 
economic stability. Even though 
there was fraud, die Roh admin- 
istration was elected through a 
legitimate election. They know 
that political consciousness is 
higher and people will not stand 
for the kind of oppression they 
used to receive.” 

The leadership has grudgingly 
accepted Roh's victory as fact 
Its focus now is on marshaling a 
strong opposition force in the 
upcoming parliamentary elec- 
tions in April. They are demand- 
ing that the opposition unite on a 
single list of candidate. 

“This is a critical juncture." 
declared the Yonsei student 
council in a wall-poster broad- 
side, “ ... to come out with a 
democratic parliament to isolate 
the Roh regime." 

Allies 

At the same time, they are 
eagerly seeking allies outside the 
campus — not among the middle 
class but among fanners and 
industrial workers. 

The growing anti-American- 
ism of the student movement, 
they hope, gives them common 
ground with farmers who have 
taken to the streets themselves in 
recent months to protest 
American pressure to open up 
Korea's market to beef and other 
agricultural imports. 

The Roh government, the 
student statement accused, “has 
threatened the lives of fanners by 
importing imperialist American 
products.” 

The students also declared 
their solidarity with the labour 
movement which is preparing for 
its traditional M arch-April spr- 
ing contract negotiations. 

Lasl_summer, taking off from __ 
the June popular uprising, woriCr' 
ers staged a massive, nationwide - 
strike wave demanding ^higher 
wages and the right to form trade 
muons. 

The government and 
employers expect a similar, 
though less intense, period of 
labour disputes in the next 
several months. 

The labour movement has 
long been a target of the students, 
especially the left-wing elements 
who avow a Marxist goal of 
creating a class movement. 

Disguised 

In many cases during last sum- 
mer’s labour uprising, the strikes 
were led by what authorities call 
“disguised workers,” young 
activists who conceal their back- 
grounds and go to work in fac- 
tories. 

April is also the time when 
student protests tend to be on the 
rise, after the campuses reopen 
after a long mid-term break and 
Korea's bitter winter cold has 
disappeared.

Iran, Saudi Arabia 
grow further apart 


MANAMA, (UPI): Saudi 

Arabia and Iran share a burning 
Islamic fundamentalism, but 
religious rivalry is driving the 
two oil-rich nations further apart 
— and even bringing them close 
to war. 

Saudi-lranian ties reached a 
low last July when 400 pilgrims, 
died in bloody riots during the 
annual haj. 

Iran blamed Saudi Arabia. 

Saudi officials accused Tehran 
of plotting to seize Islam's holiest 
shrme to use as a platform to 
declare Iran's Ayatollah 
Khomeini spiritual leader of the 
world's Muslims. 

The Makkah bloodshed 
sparked riots in Tehran, where 
angry crowds stormed and 
sacked the embassies of Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. 

Cut 

Iran and Saudi Arabia cut 
diplomatic ties after a Saudi 
diplomat died from injuries sus- 
tained in the sacking of the 
Tehran Saudi legation. Saudi 
Arabia publicly declared its 
willingness to go to war with Iran 
ifneoessary. 

Though Riyadh has backed 
Iraq inits war with Iran, it started 
making overtures to Iran last 
year. 

' As that possibility .faded, the 
Saudi became noticeably 
irritated when Iran insisted it 
would send thousands of its pil- 
grims to Makkah this year —and 


dared Riyadh to do something 
about it. 

In its preferred, low-key man- 
ner, Saudi Arabia attempted 
early this year to show dis- 
pleasure by imposing a partial 
trade embargo against Iran. The 
Iranians ignored the warning. 

A cleric charged with pilgrim 
affairs, Hojatoleslam Emam 
Jamarani, continued to insist 
that thousands of Iranian pil- 
grims would descend on Makkah 
in July, in a “more determined” 
manner than before. 

Last year the Saudis allowed 


Iran to send 150,000 pilgrims to 
Makkah for baj. King Fahd 
prides himself on being the Cus- 


todian of the two Holy Mosques 
at Makkah and Medina. 

As keeper of the Islamic faith, 
he has a duty to pilgrims from all 
over the world — including those 
from Iran — to grant access to 
Islam's most sacred shrine. 

But the Saudis “have had 
enough of Iranian threats.” 
Gulf-based Western diplomats 
said. 

For SO years the Saudis have 
resisted restoring diplomatic ties 
with the Soviet Union, but “the 
rapidly growing Iranian menace 
is persuading them to keep all 
doors open in case a war breaks 
out,” one diplomat said. 

He and others said the Saudis 
have been holding important 
talks with the Soviet Union in 
efforts to persuadeMoscow to go 
along with an arms embargo on 
Iran.

„CAIRO.EgypMAP): Memories 
. -o f- Gamal Abde l . Nasser, once 
ad ore d b y- E g y pti an s;thera widely 
criticised after his death, are 
being revived by a legal battle 
facing his son. 

Khaled Abdel Nasser is char- 
ged with anti-American and anti- 
Israeli terrorism. 

Should he choose to end his 
self-imposed exile in Yugoslavia 
and face trial, as be indicates he 
will, Khaled's supporters could 
be many. They are likely to 
include even his father’s worst 
enemies, the fundamentalist 
Muslim Brotherhood. 

No date for the trial has been 
set 

“We sympathise with Nasser's 
son. even ifwe don’t like Nasser,” 
said Mohammed Abdel- 
Qudoos, a Brotherhood member 
and prominent journalist. “If 
Khaled is shown to be anti-Zion- 
ist and anti-American, even 
those who didn't like Nasser will 
support him. The Israelis are kill- 
ing Palestinians. We can't try 
him.” 

Charged 

The 38-year-old Khaled and

CHATEAU-CHINON. France, 
(Reuter): The hilltop village of 
Chateau-Chinon, in one of the 
country’s poorer regions, has not 
looked back since the day seven 
years ago when Francois Mit- 
terrand became president of 
France. 

As mayor from 1959. Mit- 
terrand had helped put the village 
of some 2,000 inhabitants — who 
a generation ago scratched out a 
living on tiny plots ofland — on 
the political map of France. 

Since he became president in 
1981, Chateau-Chinon. 300 km 
(200 miles) south of Paris, has 
prospered further and gained a 
firm place in the history books, 
being closely linked with the ups 
and downs of Mitterrand's 40- 
year political career. 

“History was made here,” says 
bespectacled, white-haired 
Deputy Mayor Simone Bon- 
deux. “Everybody in the village 
likes and respects the President. 
And he has not forgotten us.” 
Consolation 

Mitterrand, the Socialist 
leader whose inscrutability ear- 
ned him the nickname “Sphinx.” 
is expected to announce his can- 
didacy this week for a second 
seven-year term in a two-round 
presidential election to be held in 
April and May. 

Mitterrand was born far away 
in the warmer southwest but 
invited to become mayor as a 
consolation after losing his 
parliamentary seat for this region 
— tbeNievre — in 1958, 


Legal battle evokes the memory of Nasser 


wounded six Israelis and woun- * I 
ded two American diplomats. 
Nasser and 1 0 others could hang 
if convicted. 

Israel and the United States 
were the principal antagonists of 
his father, republican Egypt's 
first president from 1956 until he 
died in September 1 970. Nasser’s 
popularity at home was so strong 
at the time of his death that hun- 
dreds of thousands of mourners 
poured into the streets to follow 
his coffin, sweeping it off its 
horse-drawn gun carriage and 
passing it hand-to-hand over 
their heads.

“It's said that if something is 
done to the son of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, the people will revolt.” 
said Khaled Mohieddin, a part- 
ner of Gamal Abdel Nasser in the 
Revolutionary Command Coun- 
cil that overturned Egypt's mon- 
archy.in 1952. 

“Theemolionsof the Egyptian 
people are with the son of Nasser. 

He is killing Israelis. They feel 
this is not a crime that a son of 
Nasser should be tried for," said 
Mohieddin, who used to be called 
“The Red Major" because of his 
pro- Soviet leanings.

and socialists, and says diehard 
Nasserites make up 40 percent of 
his party membership. 

Nasser's pan-Arab ideas won 
him a continuing following out- 
side Egypt. But Egyptians who 
honour his memory do so mainly 
because of his social and econ- 
omic reforms and his ultra- 
nationalism, which often man- 
ifested itself through defiance of 
the West. 

Added to Nasser's own endur- 
ing image is another factor that 
appears to favour Khaled — 
growing resentment in Egypt 
over Israel’s suppression of 
Palestinian unrest in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Government-owned national 
newspapers regularly attack 
Israel's actions, and opposition 
papers have demanded a freeze of 
relations established under the 
1979 Egyptian-Israeli Peace 
Treaty. 

Muslim Brotherhood member 
Abdel-Qudoos said members of 
the group are ready to brush 
aside their hatred of President 
Nasser to support Khaled. After 
Nasser's death, many Egyptians 
reacted against his harsn and

repressive domestic policies. 

* If the Nassentes try to exploit 
the name of Nasser, the case will 
lose popularity among the 
religious groups,” Abdel- 
Qudoos warned. 

Formed in 1928, the Brother- 
hood espouses a renaissance of 
Islamic values. Initially suppor- 
tive of Nasser's 1952 revolution, 

. the Brotherhood gradually eased 
away from Nasser untiL in 1954, 
it was accused of trying to kill 
him. This triggered a massive 
crackdown in which thousands 
were jailed, six leaders tried and 
hanged and the organisation 


tanned. 

Subsequent administrations 
left the ban in place. Now, 
however, the Brotherhood has 
achieved such respectability that 
members ran for parliament in 
elections last April, winning 
about 35 seats, in a tactical 
alliance with two legal, secular 
parties. .

Al-Shaab. the weekly paper of 
one of the parties, the left-of-cen- 
tre Labour Party said of the char- 
ges against Khaled Nasser: 
“What Egypt’s revolution has 
done ... is a form of self-defence 
and defence of the nation. The 
group had no other motivation 
than to chase Zionists and 
American intelligence men out of 
Egypt”

The centrist Wafd Party, born 
under the monarchy and gen- 
erally anti-Nasser and pro- 
American, recently hi g hli gh ted 
in its daily Al-Wafd an interview 
with Mahmoud Noureddin, a co- 
defendant alleged to have been a 
trigger man in the attacks.

The President has since 
provided the village with an 
extravagant fountain that spits 
water through twisted coloured 
structures. It puzzles old people 
on the square. 

Last year. 100,000 people 
trooped to the village's ancient 
convent, the newly named seven- 
year museum housing the 
treasures and ceremonial bric-a- 
brac given Mitterrand by foreign 
leaders during his term in office. 
Travelled 

“Only Mitterrand could have 
had the generosity to give all this 
away," says Bondeux. “Now 
people ofall political persuasions 
come here because they feel these 
gifts belong to the people of 
France.” 

Mitterrand's election ended 22 
years as village mayor but 
brought presidential victory to a 
Socialist for the first time since 
General Charles de Gaulle 
established the Fifth Republic in 
1958. 

As one of the general's tough- 
est critics. Mitterrand was thr- 
own into the political wilderness 
when de Gaulle took over as head 
of state in 195S. Haring served as 
a government minister 1 1 times, 
he was left with only the job of 
village mayor. 


Aged 43 when elected there, 
Mitterrand travelled each week- 
end from Paris to supervise town 
hall affairs from a small desk in a 
rented room in the local hotel, 
L'Auberge du Vieux Morvan. 

Since becoming head of state, 
he leaves himself time to return in 
private every six or seven weeks 
to check progress of a new sports 
stadium or hospital wing, and 
chat with old friends over a 
favourite dish in the Auberge. 

“I think he needs to go back to 
his roots from time to time, get 
away from the superficial 
ceremony of Paris," says Bon- 
deux. who worked with the 
Socialist for 1 6 years. 

“We are simple folk, we speak 
to him straight. He likes that,” 
she said. “Despite what people 
say about him. Mitterrand and 
his wife are simple, sincere, direct 
and unspoiled." 

Throughout the village and its 
environs. Mitterrand is hailed for 
his fidelity, friendship and hon- 
esty. 

But for years before and after 
he founded the Socialist Party in 
1971. now France's biggest 
movement. Mitterrand was 
periodically mocked as being 
over-ambitious and ready to use 
any devious trick or just as a has- 
been. 

"People have always criticised 
him." his older brother Robert 
told Reuters. “But the fact is that 
they simply resent his 
intelligence. He is a remarkable 


political tactician.” 

Bom in 1916inJamac,tbeson 
of a railway station chief who 
later took over a vinegar factory, 
he went to law school in Paris, 
was taken prisoner in the war, 
escaped and joined the Resis- 
tance. 

At war's end, Mitterrand, 
already at odds with de Gaulle, 
went in to politics, becoming min- 
ister at the age of 30 and a per- 
manent fixture in the shifting 
sands of nationaljpolitics. 

In Chateau-Chinon, Mit- 
terrand quickly won the hearts of 
the traditionally closed rural 
community by being a good lis- 
tener. said Eugene Teisseire, a 
former parliamentarian for the 
area and close friend of the 
President. 

“He is as ready to change his 
mind on the advice of a farmer as 
on the counsel of a senator,” he 
added. “Mitterrand isaboveall a 
pragmatist. He did not come to 
socialism on the basis of a theory 
but has always believed in social 
justice, in equality and freedom, 
the values of the French Revolu- 
tion.” 

“He is indeed ambitious. But 
not ambitious for himself. He has 
a passion for history and wants to 
play a role in its making.” 

The 22 years he spent criss- 
crossing back roads of the coun- 
tryside strengthened Mit- 
terrand’s commitment to rural 
French values. 

The campaign poster which 


propelled the Socialist to victory 
seven years ago featured an 
idyllic French village complete 
with church spire. Its slogan read 
“Mitterrand, a quiet force," The 
picture was shot in a hamlet some 
three km (two miles) from 
Chateau-Chinon. 

Addressing supporters from 
ail over France in Paris on Sun- 


day, Mitterrand recalled his debt 
to local institutions. 

“I am one of you,” he told the 
mayors and other elected 
officials. “Villages, boroughs, 
departments, regions, 

parliamentary assemblies — they 
all taught me to understand 
France, its historic and human 
reality.”

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More incentive needed than mere awards 


Dearth of films with a social conscience

NEW. rules for this year’s 
National Awards allow for 
films whicbachieve the elusive 
“best quality in portraying 
subjects like -family welfare, 
prohibition, women and child 
welfare, the evils of dowry and 
drug abuse. 

The question that arises is 
whether an award is enough 
incentive for a producer to ta ke 
up unconventional themes and 
tackle it in an honest, straight- 
forward way. All said and done 
a film is made for an audience,, 
which must go to the theatre to 
make it financially viable. 
Stories revolving round such 
themes* however socially 
relevant they may be, cannot 
embrace all the usual criterion 
of entertainment. In competi- 
tion with the so-called ‘for- 
mula' films, with top stars per- 
forming silly antics, such films 
stand no chance at all. 

The second question, is 
whether films can be tailored to 
attain specific goals. Opinions 
on this differ widely. A renow- 
ned film maker like Satyajit 
Ray has always maintained 
that films cannot be created to 
suit specific objectives. In that 
event, they fall within the realm 
of propaganda, better suited to 
the Films Division or the gover- 


Although this year’s national film awards will bestow the elusive 
‘best 5 title to a film which j^ortrays a glaring social or national 
problem, producers by and large shy away from tackling these themes 
in a realistic and honest manner. Our Bombay correspondent looks at 
some of the reasons.

At the other extreme, there 
are commercial “filmwallas" 
who embrace a social purpose, 
with an eye on tax exemption, a 
national telecast and other 


forms of recognition. They 
know that the National 
Awards, decided by an elite 
jury, are beyond their reach. 

At times, however, such mass 
films do succeed in conveying 


the message to a large section of 
the audience, in their own 
coarse way. But by and large, 
they are Uke any other film, 
using the social purpose only as 
a peg to hang the usual trite

structure, or as an attention- 
drawing label on a routine for- 
mula exercise. For example two 
films are being currently made 
as a crusade against dowry, 
called Didhan Aar Dahej and 
Hum Dahej Layee Hain- They 
adopt a weird interpretation of 
women's lib. In one, the three 
girls who cannot get grooms 
turn into Amazons and punish 
those who indulge in giving or 
taking of dowry. And this leads 
to a virtual halt in marriages, 
which indirectly preaches an 
entirely different goal of family 
planning. 

Some lime back, an establi- 
shed producer, Tahir Hussain, 
had the cheek to make a 
comedy Dulba Bikta Hai on this 
burning problem. It flopped at 
the box-office, till it was prop- 
ped up by theentertainmenttax 
relief in some states. After this, 
it became very profitable. Then, 
Doordarshan in its wisdom 
also chose it for an aJI-lndia 
telecast, after giving it good 
publicity. This brought in more 
money. But compare all this 
with the reality, where 
unmarried girls bang them- 
selves because their parents 
cannot collect dowry or young 
brides are burnt off by in-laws 
in the greed to get more. Instead 
of tacklingsucb occurances. the 
film showed the hero pretend- 
ing marriage with two girls to 
get his own two sisters married. 


Another thorny problem of 
caste wars and distinctions has 
been diluted into a comic form 
by Ramesh Talwar in his new 
film Men Naam Ten Naam, 
financially aided by no less than 
the National Film Develop- 
ment Corporation. Can any- 
thing be more deplorable than 
reducing the upper-lower caste 
issue to the level of two men 
with the same name, Ravi, who 
decide to exchange places? In a 
misguided flush of frankness, 
Ramesh Talwar declared that 
he got the inspiration from two 
officers called Ravi working at 
the N.F.D.C. office itself, 
(though not exactly with any 
caste problem). In fact, the film 
was first titled as Ravi Aur 
Ravi. So now we know where 
ideas for new -wave films are 
acquired if not bora.

One cannot find further fault 
with Mem Naam Tera Naam 
for jumping into romantic 
escapades, songs and dances, 
on even the Mandakini routine 
of the new heroine Tanvi Azmi, 
gyrating with her lover under 
an artificial waterfall. Another 
song 1 the side hero and heroine 
Suparna (one among the recent 
dare-bare girls) turned out to be 
so “hot” that it was voluntarily 
“censored." We don't know if 
the two Ravis at N.F.D.C. 
indulge in all this romancing 
business. The tragedy of the 
comedy is that it is not even 
funny. From a packed invited 
audience at Bombay's Nehru 
Centre, the film could barely 
draw a few chuckles and snig- 
gers, not to speak of the yawns. 
It has hardly any potential for 
distributors to buy it. 

Ironically, Bhasker Chan- 
davarkar’s powerful film Atya- 
char (Atrocities) on the same 
problem and fiinded by the 
N.F.D.C. itself some years 
back has been kept under tight 
wraps, without any effort to get 
it distributed, promoted or put 
on the telly. Why produce a 
film, if it is to be kept suppres- 
sed? But the Corporation seems 
lightly tickled by its new comic 
adventure. After all, it has 
whisked away caste conflicts 
with simply a change of iden- 
tity. If only such tricks were 
possible in reality. 

Fantasy is generally the solu- 
tion for all social problems 
tackled by the makers of for- 
mula films. A larger than fife 


figureofaman or woman arises 
to solve the problem by taking 
the law (and some lethal 
weapon) in his or her own 
hands. But no social purpose is 
served by showing a camera - 
made miracle worker, who 
brings an end to evil or tyranny 
or injustice in a magical way. 
Rather a practical person fight- 
ing towards that end, whether 
with or without success, would 
help to set an example for oth- 
ers to follow. But in Kudrat Ka 
Kanoon women’s welfare is 
achieved by the victimised 
heroine turning into a femme 
fatale for revenge. 

An alternative is to take 
recourse to the style of the 
documentary or the new genre 
of thedocu-drama. But then, it 
tends to make the film too dry 
and undrama tic. And any sign 
of a documentary, whether in 
image, sound or the spoken 
world is almost like poison for 
most cinegoers. Shyam Sen- 
egal's Sasman, dwelt on the idea 
of having cooperatives for the 
handioom weavers, who are 
exploited. But in the absence of 
a proper dramatic script, the 
film meandered, lost sight of 
any climax and ended abruptly. 
A large part of it looked like a 
documentary done with fic- 
tional characters. So Sasman 
lies unsold and unreleased till to 
day. 

In my opinion, the only 
proper way is to shed fake no- 
tions and come to the heart of 
the problem.This must be 
within a tight narrative struc- 


ture, where the mounting 
drama shakes one up and com- 
pensates for all other formulas 
and frills. That itself will help to 
re-define what is monorcmjan or 
entertainment, instead of long 
TV discussions on the theme as 
some new-wave directors are 
prone to have. 

As for the newly started 
Awards, (to be given for the 
films of 1987) we can under- 
stand the other relevant social 
issues. But why has the topic of 
prohibition been resurrected, 
when most state governments 
will bave none of it? A good 
feaLure film on family welfare, 
the disguised term for family 
planning or birth control, will 
be difficult to find. But why 
have the new regulations left 
out national integration, which 
is theneed of the hour? Perhaps, 
after the nationwide telecasting 
of Taraas, any film that shows 
token communal harmony will i 
be looked upon as being 
ridiculous and puerile. In fact, 
the only solution possible is for 
the N.F.D.C, Films Division 
and the Indian TV to directly 
finance and promote strong 
moving -films on these 
problems.

FAMILY DOCTOR

BILIARY ATRESIA CAN BE 
SERIOUS IN INFANTS 


QUESTION: Can you explain biliary 
atresia to me? 

ANSWER: Biliary atresia Is a funny-sound- 
ing disease with serious consequences to the 
very young infant. The word biliary comes 
from the Latin word “bilis” or bile. Atresia 
comes from Greek words meaning “without 
a hole" and means blockage. Babies who 
have thiscondition suffer from a blockage in 
their bile ducts which keeps the bOe from 
flowing normally into the intestines. The 
result is a “back-up” of bile into the liver 
which causes “jaundice” or yellowing of the 
skin and eventually cirrhosis (scar tissue) 
which interferes with the liver’s normal job 
of metabolising (changing) carbohydrates, 
fats and proteins into a form of food the 
body can use. 

As yet. the exact cause is unknown. But 
researchers suspect a virus near the time of 


birth may cause the bile ducts to become 
infected and swollen. 

The most successful treatment is surgery, 
foDowed by observation. If bile flow is good, 
jaundice will soon disappear and liver 
damag e will be stopped. If bile flow is still 
somewhat reduced, a low-fat diet and extra 
vitamins will be prescribed to help the liver 
do a better job. 

QUESTION: 1 never knew that doctors 
number diseases. Recently my doctor told 
me that my child had fifth disease. What did 
he mean? 

ANSWER: I can see you are a bit confused 
but it is easy to straighten out. Normally 
diseases have names that describe the condi- 
tion or bear the name of the discoverer. 
However, in the case of children's diseases, 
there are five of them that have similar 
rashes. Four received names. They are Ger- 
man measles, measles, scarlet fever and 


roseola (once known as Filatov-Dukes dis- 
ease or “fourth disease"). When the fifth 
•childhood rash was discovered it was simply 
named “fifth disease" (it's also known as 
erythema infeciiosum). This disease affects 
school-age children worldwide, infants and 
adults only being affected infrequently. 
Only a low grade fever accompanies die 
infection, which characteristically produces 
a rash that gives the child a "slapped-cheek” 
appearance. This rash fades after about 1 1 
days, is usually itchy and becomes worse if 
the child is bathedin warm water, becomes 
upset or rubs the skin. No treatment is 
required, complications are rare, and this 
childhood disease is considered to be a very 
mild one. Compared with some of the jaw- 
breaking names we give diseases. 1 think 
“fifth disease” is a simple one to remember.

South did not feel any compulsion 
to jump shift at his second turn: 
There was no established fit, so 
there was no reason to consume bid- 
ding space when the final destina- 
tion was not yet clear. When North 
showed a reasonable hand with his' 
jump preference, South made up for! 
his conservative approach by bid- 
ding what he thought he could 
make. 

West made the natural lead of the 
top of his sequence.. Declarer won, 
drew trumps in two rounds, cashed 
the ace of hearts and then - ran the 
jack Of diamonds to East’s' queen. 
Since a heart return would give de- 
clarer a ruff-sluff (declarer would 
have ruffed a heart loser in dummy 
had he held one) and a diamond 
would lead into the table's tenace. 
East derided bis best chance was to 
find partner with the jack of spades. 
Unfortunately, that was not the 
case, and declarer claimed the rest 
of the tricks. 

Had East stopped to count the 
band, he could have given his side a 
fighting chance. Declarer obviously 
held five clubs, four spades (he did 
bid the suit), two hearts and two 
diamonds. A diamond return into 
the board's tenace would give de- 
clarer one discard, but not his con 
tract. South would still have three 
spades, and either he would have a 
natural spade loser if West did have 
the jack, or else he would have to 
guess the location of the queen to 
succeed. .

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American exports on the rise 
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US economy grew faster than first thought 
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WASHINGTON, March 23, 
(AP): The US economy expan- 
ded at a 4,8 per cent annual rate 
in the final three months of 1987 . 
even , faster than previously 
thought, the government repor- 
ted today. ■ 

The Commerce Department 
said the Gross National Product 
(GNP). Ihr broadest measure of 
the country's economic health 
grew from October to December 
at the fastest pace in almost two 
years. 

■ Strength 

It was the second revision of 
GNP growth. A month ago the 
government put GNP growth at 
4.5 per cen t, up from 4.2 per cent 
original estimate made in Jan- 
uary immediately after the quar- 
ter ended. 

Today’s revisions showed 


more strength than previously 
believed in such key sectors as 
consumer spending, business 
investment and US exports. 

Economists said the GNP 
report was one more indication 
that the country will enjoy con- 
tinued economic growth during 
this presidential election year 
without a recession. 

This is a more positive outlook 
than many analysts had 
immediatelt following the record 
Oct 19 collapse of the stock 
market At that time, there were 
fears that worried consumers 
would topple the country into a 
new recession. 

The upward revision in- GNP 
growth in the fourth quarter 
pushed growth for the year to a 
rate of 4 per cent, compared to 
2.2 per cent growth in 1986. Ir 


was the biggest annual increase 
since a 5.1 per cent rise in 1984. 

This figure measures growth 
from the fourth quarter to the 
fourth quarter each year. 
Averaging growth of all four 
quarters showed the GNP 
expanded 2.9 per cent in 1987, 
the same as 1986. 

Growth 

The 4.8 per cent GNP growth 
in the fourth quarter followed 
growth of 4.3 per cent in the July- 
September quarter and was the 
fastest quarterly growth rate 
since an increase of 5.4 per cent in 
the first three months of 1986. 

The rapid growth occurred 
without a rise in inflation. A price 
index tied to the GNP rose at an 
annual rate of 3.6 per cent in the 
fourth quarter, little changed 
froma 3.4 per cent third quarter 


increase. 

In a second report, the Com- 
merce Department said US cor- 
porations’ after-tax profits rose 
1.6 per cen t in the fourth quarter, 
the poorest showing since profits 
fell 3.7 per cent in the firsLquaner 
of 1987. Profits were up 5.5 per 
cent in the third quarter. 

Spending 

The upward GNP revision 
today was in line with the expec- 
tations of economists, who nave 
been boosting their own 
forecasts of 1988 growth in light 
of better-ihan-expectcd econ- 
omic news so far this year. 

The report showed that con- 
sumer spending slowed in the 
fourth quarter less than 
previously believed, falling at an 
annual rate of 2.5 per cent ins- 


tead of an earlier estimate of 3. 1 
percent. 

In other good news, the report 
said American exports were ris- 
ing at an annual rate of 15.9 per 
cent. fasLer than earlier thought, 
helping to narrow the US trade 
deficit. Also boosting growth 
was a 1.6 percent rise in business 
investment spending. A month 
ago, the government had 
estimated that business invest- 
ment actually fell during the 
quarter. 

Although the data confirmed 
that inflation remained relatively 
lame for now. Federal Reserve 
officials and private economists 
are worried that price pressures 
might intensify later this year 
because of emerging bottlenecks 
in the economy. 

The central bank's latest 


survey of business conditions 
around the nation, released on 
Friday, showed that prices of 
some goods, such as steel and 
paper, were already rising shar- 
ply because of capacity con- 
straints. 

If inflation started bubbling 
because of a strong economy, the 
Federal Reserve would be forced 
to raise interest rates to cool 
demand and production. Fed 
Chair man Alan Greenspan war- 
ned Congress last week. 

The consumer prices report 
showed that inflation measured 
3.9 per cent in the 12 months 
ending in February. 

At a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate, prices rose 3.2 per 
cent in January and February, 
compared with a 4.4 per cent rise 
during all ofl 987. 
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Congress 
eyes foreign 
investor 
registration 
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WASHINGTON, March 23, 
(Reuter): Despite dire warnings 
from Reagan administration 
officials, Congress is considering 
trade proposals to require 
foreign investors in the United 
States to identify themselves and 
their holdings. 

House and Senate trade 
negotiators were meeting today 
to discuss ^ the disclosure 
measure, which has generated 
considerable support from those 
who fear the United States, now 
a debtor nation, was selling it 
assets abroad. 

“You have to wonder if, in 
some sectors, we’re becoming a 
clone of old Singapore, where 
Americans do the piece work, 
other nations reap the profit and 
keep the high-skill, good-pay 
jobs for. themselves,” said 
Democratic Senator Lawton 
Chiles of Florida yesterday.

Soviet bloc economies slowed in ’87 


GENEVA. March 23, (Reuter): 
Soviet bloc economies, after 
expanding strongly in 1986, 
slowed down last year due 
mainly to a fall in farm output, 
weak demand for exports and 
lagging efficiency. United 
Nations economists said today. 

The annual economic survey 
for 1987-88 by the secretariat of 
the UN Economic Commission 
for Europe (ECE) said the Soviet 
economy grew by 23 per cent in 
1 987, compared with 4. 1 per cent 
in the previous year. 

Dropped 

Performances varied among 
its six East European partners — 
Bulgaria. Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, Hungary, Poland and 
Romania — but growth for this 
group as a whole dropped to 3.2 


per cent from 4.6 percent in 1 986. 

Bad weather considerably 
damaged crops in 1987 and, alth- 
ough farm production rose sligh- 
tly in the Soviet Union, it drop- 
ped by 0.6 per cent in the other 
communist states taken 
together. 

Demand for exports fell, and 
-efforts Lo improve economic 
efficiency failed to produce 
expected gains, the survey said. 

“There was no success in 
reducing energy and raw 
material consumption per unit of 
output as projected. The engin- 
eering branch was mainly res- 
ponsible for shortfalls in the 
production and delivery of 
equipment which had been 
expected to boost efficiency in 
other branches," the survey said. 

The outlook for the coramun- ' 


ist bloc in 1988 envisaged an 
increase in growth of a little more 
than three percent, it added. 

All seven countries would need 
to make big efforts to catch up 
lost momentum in the remaining 
years of their respective 1986- 
1990 five-year economic plans, 
and some plan targets might be 
already out of reach, it added. 

Stagnated 

The 34-nation ECE, which 
groups all European nations 
together with the United States 
and Canada, • said East- West 
trade stagnated in 1987. Future 
prospects remained dull, alth- 
ough economic reforms in Soviet 
block states were aimed at 
increasing export incentives, the 
survey said. 

The Soviet Union, seeking to 


compensate for collapsed prices 
for its oil, and for US dollar 
depreciation, cut Western 
imports by 1 0 per cent in the first 
nine months in 1987, while 
increasing exports to the West, 
mainly crude oil and natural gas, 
by five per cent — far short of a 
21 per cent jump in 1986. 

Exports 

Moscow's East European par- 
tners increased Western exports 
by only one per cent, ana also 
prolonged import restraints. 

Total Soviet hard currency 
debt rose to about $25 billion at 
the end of 1987 from $23 billion 
in 1986, while that of its six allies 
climbed Lo an estimated $75 
billion from $65 billion. 
Depreciation of the dollar 
exchange rate was the main 


reason for the increases, the 
survey said. 

“Balance of payments con- 
straints, imposed by stagnating 
exports, present Eastern decision 
makers with several problems. 

“On the one hand, boosting 
import growth would cause a 
deterioration in the currency 
account and require the accep- 
tance of a higher level of indeb- 
tedness. On the other hand, res- 
traints on imports are likely to 
hinder domestic economic 
growth and the modernisation 
drive. 

“The latter is of key impor- 
tance if the East is to improve its 
export capacity, reverse the 
decline in its international com- 
petitiveness, and move towards 
the goal of currency conver- 
tibility,” the survey said. 


Italian investor wins 3.53pc more of Generate 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 
23, (AP): Italian investor Carlo 
de Benedetti obtained 3.53 per 
cent more of Societe Gene rale de 
ISelgiqub Sa iita publio offer but 
this probably leaves him short of 
gaining control of Belgium's 
Premier Holding Company, 
officials said yesterday. 

An official at Do Benedetti’s 
French investment company. 
Cerus Sa, who asked not to be 
named, did not know whether 
the pubEc offer gave the Italian 
and his allies control of the com- 
pany. 

This alliance claimed to con- 
trol 47.01 per cent of the capital 
before yesterday. The newly pur- 
chased' shares would apparently 
raise this to 50.54 per cent. But 
the Cerus official said the 47.01 
per cent might have included 


some shares from the pubEc 
offer. 

Because of possible double- 
counting, the official said he 
/thought” the share was' below* 
50 per cent, yet did not rule out 
De Benedetti might have a 
majority. 

Alliance 

On March 10, a Franco-Bel- 
gian alliance opposing De Ben- 
edetti claimed to control 50.7 per 
cent of Sodete General e, which 
has a stake in a third of the Bel- 
gian economy. 

Yesterday’s announcement 
was the latest twist in one of 
Europe's biggest — and most 
complex — takeover battles. It 
failed to provide definite clues 
about Lhe outcome, more than 
two months after De Benedetti 
first announed his bid for 166- 


year-old Societe Generate. 

Meanwhile, a court case is still 
pending on a Sodete Generate 
capital increase to fend off De 
" Benedetti. The ruling in that case 
might still dramatically change 
the stakes, each side claims to 
hold. 

Cerus, the investment linn, 
through which De Benedetti vies 
for control of Sodete Generate, 
said yesterday it had obtained 
1.087 milEon additional shares, 
or 3.53 percent of the company’s 
total share capital, including 
warrants. 

Cerus launched a pubEc offer 
for the extra shares on Feb 15. 
The bid was to have expired 
March4but has since been exten- 
ded. 

The offer was designed to 
acquire 2.1 milEon shares, or 


about 7 per cent of the share 
capital of Sodete Generate. 

Cerus offered 8,000 francs 
($228) for ordinary shares in the 
last stage of its pubEc offer. 

Reacting to yesterday's 
announcement, the management 
of Societe Generate, which 
opposes De Benedetti, said there 
were no defections from the 
Franco-Belgian alliance to 
Cerus' camp. 

De Benedetti wants to turn 
Sodete Generate into the plat- 
form of a pan-European holding 
company while the Franco-Bel- 
gian group wants to keep the 
company firmly entrenched in 
the Belgian economic fabric. 

Yesterday, Societe Generate 
announced its net profit in 1987 
fell 22. 1 per cent to stand at 4. 1 38 
billion francs ($118 million). 


India projects 
15pc export 
growth 

NEW DELHI, March 23, (Xin- 
hua): The Indian commerce min- 
istry has proposed a 12 to 15 per 
cent growth in the country's 
exports for 1988-89 over the 
expected level of Rs 147 bilEon 
($1 1.3bilEon)inthecurTentyear. 

The major areas where a 
higher growth is proposed 
include textiles, gems and 
jewellery, chemicals, leather, 
engineering goods including 
electronics, man-made fabrics 
and drugs and pharmaceuticals. 
These sectors have already been 
identified as “thrust areas” for 
export promotion in the coming 
years. 


Insurance firm will pay at 
least $8m for missing zeros 
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NEW YORK, March 23, (AP): 
Perhaps three zeros mean noth- 
ing by themselves, but leaving 
them off the end of a number is 
going to cost the United States' 
largest insurer ai least $8 million. 

Prudential Insurance Co. of 
America is offering the payment, 
to settle dahiis resulting from a 
clerical error in which a lien it 
: held was listed as worth $92,885 
Instead of $92,885,000. 

Settlement 

' US Bankruptcy Judge 
Howard Buschman I II heard 
closing arguments on the 
proposed settlement yesterday 
and is expected to rule in several 

days. , . , 

“Why. because of a clerical 
error, should we give up $92 
milEon dollars?" Prudential 


spokesman Joseph Vecchione 
asked. 

If Buschman knocks down the 
proposed settlement and decides 
the Een is only worth $92,885, 
Prudential would collect only 
that much. The rest of its claim 
would be thrown into the pool 
with other creditors. 

The case is pan of the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings of McLean 
Industries Inc., parent of United 
States Lines. Prudential holds 
the Een in connection with mort- 
gages on eight of the company's 
container ships. 

The sale of the eight Lancer- 
class ships was expected to raise 
at least $5! milEon, all of which 
ordinarily would go to Pruden- 
tial because the lien puts it at the 
head of the line of creditors. 


But the missing zeros have 
weakened Prudential's standing. 

Prudential is proposing to pay 
the shipping company 17 1-2 per 
cent of the sale’s net proceeds, an 
estimated $8 million. That 
money would be distributed 
among other creditors, most of 
whom support the proposal. 

Deal 

But General Electric Corp.. 
which shares a second mortgage 
on the ships with Prudential, 
opposes the deal, saying the Een 
should be considered worth 
$92,885. 

The settlement is not “in the 
best interests of the bankruptcy 
estate,” Sandy Mayerson, a 
lawyer representing GE capital, 
said yesterday. 


OAU envoys 
to press for 
international 
debt conference 

LUSAKA, Zambia, March 23. 
(AP): The 50-nation Organisa- 
tion of African Unity is to send 
special envoys to Western 
capitals to promote the idea of an 
international conference on the 
continent's foreign debts, it was 
announced here today. 

Zambian Foreign Minister 
Luke Mwananshiku told repor- 
ters this was the outcome of a 
two- day meeting of a 12-nation 
OAU contact group set up last- 
year to explore ways of easing 
Africa’s debt burden. 

Location 

OAU states owe more than 
$170 bilEon, mainly to the West. 

Hie minister said the OAU 
hoped a conference could beheld 
in November or December at a 
location yet to be decided. 
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Bankruptcy reorganisation plan approved 



WHITE PLAINS, New York, 
March 23, ( AP): Texaco Inc. yes- 
terday said its shareholders have 
overwhelmingly approved its 
financial reorganisation plan, 
and a federal judge opened a 
hearing on whether to hnplemen t 
the proposal . 

A final tally showed 96 per 
cent, or"! 74 milEon of the 181 
million shares that voted, 
favoured the plan, Texaco said in 
a statement. ■ 

US Bankruptcy Court Judge 
Howard Schwartzberg yesterday 
opened a hearingin the oil giant's 
historic bankruptcy protection 
case. 

Plan 

Even though the plan reserved 
more, than the two-third vote 
needed from shareholders, Sch- 
wartzberg was not bound by the 
results,. The final decision on 
whether the plan was fair and 
equitable rested with the judge. 

The plain would allow Texaco 


to emerge from. Bankruptcy 
Court protection. 

Shortly before the hearing 
began, Harvey Miller, the Bank- 
ruptcy lawyer representing Tex- 
aco, said attorneys for dissident 
shareholders had dropped their 
opposition to the reorganisation 
plan. 

Those stockholders had objec- 
ted to provisions in the plan that 
would free officers and advisers 
of Texaco, Pennzoil Co., the for- 
mer Getty Oil Co., the Sarah 
Getty Trust and the J. Paul Getty 
Museum from all liability arising 
out of the court fight that resul- 
ted from a Texaco-Pennzoil 
court fight 

The nation's third largest oil 
company filed for chapter 1 1 
protection from its creditors last 
April 12, the biggest US com- 
pany ever to do so. Texaco 
claimed it was forced into the 
move by a requirement that it 
post a multibilEon dollar bond 


white appealing the $10.3 billion 
judgment held against itby Penn- 
zoil. 

In November 1985, a Houston 
jury awarded the judgment to 
Housion-based Pennzoil after 
finding Texaco had interfered 
improperly with a Pennzoil 
agreement to acquire part of 
Getty Oil, before it bought Getty 
itselL 

Accord 

Texaco agreed in December to 
pay Pennzoil $3 bilEon to drop 
the judgment. The settlement 
was the keystone of an overall 
bankruptcy reorganisation plan 
that also provided for Texaco to 
pay its other creditors an 
additional $2.5 billion. 

If the plan does not go through 
by March 30 — as agreed to in the 
December accord with Pennzoil 
— the oil Ran t’s position would 
worsen, as it dither would have to 
pay the full multibilEon-dollar 
judgment or gamble on the slim 


possibility that the US Supreme 
Court might hear its appeal and 
ultimately reverse or alter the 
decision. 

Some shareholders were also 
unhappy with certain anti-tak- 
eover provisions of Texaco's 
charter and bylaws that were 
seen as entrenching management 
and lessening its accountabiEty 
for its actions. 

Especially vocal has been tak- 
eover specialist Carl C. Icahn, 
who controls 14.8 per cent of 
Texaco's common stock, making 
him the company’s largest share- 
holder. The wall Street Journal 
reported in yesterday's edition 
that Icahn voted in favour of 
Texaco's reorganisation plan.

Mazda US subsidiary blasts 
American parts suppliers 

ANN ARBOR, Michigan, March 23, (Reuter): The head of 
Mazda Motor Corp’s US subsidiary harshly criticised its 
American parts suppliers on Tuesday, saying US-made parts 
have three to five times more defects than their Japanese counter- 
parts. Osama Nobato, president of Mazda Motor Manufactur- 
ing USA Corp, told an auto industry conference here that about 
half the car parts Mazda uses to assemble plants at its Flat Rock, 
Michigan, plant are American. He said be would Eke to raise that 
to 70 percent but is concerned about the qnafity. 

“To tbe Japanese, defective parts are a kind of a shame and a 
sin. Americans believe it is inevitable to have defects — they take 
tbe attitude that if anything is wrong, we will replace it,” be said at 
the international automotive industry conference at tbe Univer- 
sity of Michigan. Nobato said U§5 suppliers are satisfied if 90 per 
cent of their parts are satisfactory and do not strive to improve that 
level. “Yet we cannot expect ouf customers to be satisfied with a 
vehicle that is only 90 per cent defect-free,'” Nobato said. 

He said he was shocked when some US parts suppliers told turn 
that if tbe company insisted on higher quality, rather than 
receiving replacements for defective parts, the suppliers would no 
longer do bnsmess with Mazda. Mazda cnirently boys parts from 

about 50 American suppliers, and does business with 400 compan- 
ies in Japan. Like many other Japanese firms, it is under pressure 
to obtain more of its supplies domestically to reduce costs. Tbe 
yen's rise against the dollar has made Japanese parts considera- 
bly more expensive. 

Gulf producers call on local 
shippers to lift more exports 

ABU DHABI, March 23, (Renter): Gulf Arab petrochemical 
producers have called on Guif-owned shipping firms to increase 
their share in exporting the region's annual output of nine million 
tonnes. “National shipping agencies are invited to increase their 
investments in the field of transporting oar products," said a 
statement on Tuesday by the first Gnlf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) petrochemical producers conference. Regional producers 
met for two days here and discussed ways to promote exports by 
improving support services. 

The oil-rich GCC states have invested more than $20 btDion in 
building a petrochemical industry. The GCC annually produces 
about five million tonnes of petrochemicals and 4.5 million tonnes 
of fertifeezs. Regional shipping companies lift just 10 per cent of 
the GCC output, most of which is exported. The industry experts 
also discussed setting np a combined fleet to avoid high shipping 
fees. 

“It is not an easy project. A decision on this issue requires 
higher level meetings," Badr AJ Snweidi, general manager of the 
UAE national fertiliser company, Fenil, told Renters. 

The GCC also groups Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain 
and Oman. 

US backs expanded IADB 

CARACAS, March 23, (Renter): The United States, sounding 
more conciliatory than in recent days, has told the Inter- 
American Development Bank (IADB) it wifi back an expanded 
rote for the lending agency once reforms are agreed upon. 

US Assistants Treasury Secretary David Mnlford, in a formal 
address before the flpnnal meeting of the bank, said Washington 
. stands ready to resume constructive discussions on all aspects of 
^The1wnfc , s^peratioi«. 

He told financial leaders from 44 member countries that “this 
includes a substantial replenishment of tbe bank provided we can 
reach a consensus on the essential elements of reform.” A dispute 
over the bank's tending policies and its voting structure has held up 
new funding for the agency, slowing development aid into finan- 
cially strapped Latin America. 

Speaking with reporters earlier this week. Undersecretary of 
State Allen Wallis, who beads the US delegation to the meeting, 
said the United States would not even discuss new funding until 
reforms were pot in place. The reforms include a greater say for 
Washington in approving loans. 

The bank, which in the past has concentrated on making loans 
to help bnUd roads, increase food production and other develop- 
ment needs, is being pressed by the United States to change its 
lending policy to include loans to help bring about economic 
reform. Under discussion is a funding for about $23 bfifion of 
which only a small part would be put np by countries, including tbe 
United States.

KD deposits ease 
in quiet market 


KUWAITI dinar interbank 
deposits eased across the board 
in moderate trade, with a 91-day 
Treasury bill issue failing to 
absorb excess liquidity because 
of Central Bank intervention. 

Bankers said the Central Bank 
bought a large proportion of the 
KJD100 million offering, which 
was heavily oversubscribed with 
bids totalling KD1 66 million. 

During the past few weeks the 
bank has been intervening on the 
secondary market to control 
liquidity. It also subscribed 
strongly to a March 30 issue of 
one-year bonds, which was 
raised on Wednesday to KD79.5 
million from 50 million to meet 
demand. 

Funds 

“The market is confused. The 
Central Bank bought so many 
Treasury bills that most banks 
are long on funds," one dealer 
said. The average yield on the 
bills rose to 5.026 per cent from 
4.087 at the last issue two weeks 
ago. 

Overnight, tomorrow-next 
and spot-nextall dropped several 
points, trading at four, three per 
cent. Later they were well- 
ofTered at two per cent One- 
month to one-year funds eased to 
levels of 4-3/4, 1/4 per cent from 
5 - 1 /4, 4-3 /4 on T uesday. 

The Central Bank adjusted its 


dinar exchange rate to 0.27509/ 
19 to the dollar from 0.27492/02. 
Commercial banks quoted rates 
of 0.275 15/20. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyaj inter- 
bank deposits displayed a softer 
tone yesterday in a very quiet and 
liquid market which saw some 
activity in the short end. 

Dealers said high liquidity hel- 
ped to dampen activity. Trade 
focused on position-squaring 
ahead of the Gulf Friday week- 
end, but most banks had already 
covered themselves. 

Interest 

“There is nothing going on — 
people have already squared 
up,” one dealer said. Traders 
have lost interest in speculating 
on a possible Saudi government 
issue of up to three ollion riyals 
worth of bonds, initially expec- 
ted in March. There has been no 
news on the timing , amount and 
terms of the offering. 

Spot-next funds fell to four, 3- 
1/2 percent from 7-1/2, seven on 
Tuesday and traded at those 
levels. One-week was quoted at 
6-1/2, 3/8 percent 

One-month deposits eased 1/8 
point to 6-7/16, 3/8 per cent. 
Three- and six-months declined 
1/16 point to 6-7/8* 3/4 per cent 
and 7-1/4, 3/16 point respec- 
tively. One-year was steady at 7- 
5/8, 1/2 per cent

IMF sees huge 
current account 
surplus for 
South Korea 

SEOUL, South Korea, March 
23, (AP): An International Mon- 
etary Fund mission predicts a 
huge current account surplus for 
South Korea and is suggesting 
the country accelerate the 
revaluation of the won against 
the US dollar, sources said today. 

The government sources, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity, said the IMF team expec- 
ted Korea to post a current 
account surplus of mo re than 110 
billion this year, higher than the 
$7 billion envisaged by the gover- 
nment. 

Mission 

Officials at the Finance Minis- 
try refused comment but said the 
mission was to release a report on 
its consultations on the Korean 
economy before its departure in a 
week. 

The sources said the mission 
also disagreed with the govern- 
ment on Korea's economic 
growth rate for this year, project- 
ing 10 per cent growth in real 
terms. 

The government economic 
management plan calls for 8 per 
cent economic growth for the 
year. 

Under an agreement with the 
United States, South Korea is 
committed to adjusting the value 
of the won through consultations 
with the IMF, which is seen as a 
•neutral party. 

Washington has been pressing 
Seoul to let the won appreciate 
rapidly, reportedly by as much as 
15 per cent, and take other 
market measures to help reduce 
the US trade deficit with Korea, 
which rose to nearly SIO billion 
last year. 

Seoul is opposed to any drastic 
appreciation ofthewonin fear of 
losing exports. 

GCC bank 
chiefs to meet 

MUSCAT, March 23, (Kuna): 
The GCC governors of central 
banks are to meet here next Wed- 
nesday at the premises of the 
Central BaDk of Oman, Oman 
News Agency reported.

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EEC set to sign 
cooperation 
accord 
with GCC 


BRUSSELS, March 23, 
(Reuter): The European Econ- 
omic Community and the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
began talks today which could 
lead to a free trade pact between 
the two blocks, EEC officials 
said. 


Negotiators from the Com- 
munity and the six Arab states of 
the GCC were expected to con- 
clude on Thursday an agreement 
on stepping up scientific, indus- 
trial ana political cooperation. 

EEC officials said the accord 
would be very general but would 
commit both sides not to 
introd uce any new tariffs or trade 
barriers against each other. 

Purpose 

Its main purpose was to open 
the way for talks on a much more 
far-reaching trade agreement 
between the 12- nation Commun- 
ity and GCC members — Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the UAE, 
Qatar, Bahrain and Oman, — 
they said. 

Diplomats said it would also 
signal political support from the 
EEC for Arab states threatened 
by the Gulf war between Iran and 
Iraq. 

However, EEC sources said 
member states were still far from 
agreement on how far the Com- 
munity should open its markets 
to Gulf exports. 

At present the EEC crude oil 
from the Gulf free of duty but 
imposes tariffs on the region's 
petrochemical exports to protect 
its own industry. . 

Gulf states, suffering from a 
heavy drain on their resources 
because of their support for Iraq 
in its war against Iran, have 
applied to the EEC to end these 
tariffs but some EEC member 
states say they must stay in place. 


Japan cuts back 
on oil imports 
from Mideast 


TOKYO, March 23, (Kuna): 
Japan imported 16.9 million 
kilolitres of oil last February, 
representing a decline of 4.9 per 
cent against the preceding 
month, according to official 
figures published today. 

The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry, said oil 
imports from the Middle East.;-t 
dropped by 4.5 pp^ahV'jfbCTT^Pr 
million kilolitres, and liftings of 
Opec oil also dipped to 73 per 
cent in February compared to 
73.6 in January. 

Despite a 22 percent reduction 
in imports of UAE oil last 
month, the UAE was still the 
main supplier with a 2.9 million 
kilolitre share. 


Largest 


Saudi Arabia was the second 
largest Middle East exporter of 
oil to Japan, showing an upsurge 
of 19.1 per cent to 2.4 million 
kilolitres. 

For the first time, Iraq man- 
aged to double exports to the 
Japanese market with a 1.5 
million kilolitres chunck. while 
Japanese imports of Iranian oil 
edged down by 5.6 per cent to 
only 920,000 kilolitres. 

Imports of Kuwait oil reached 
448,000 kilolitres and liftings 
from the neutral zone shared by 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia 
amounted to 466,000 kilolitres. 

Egypt won major inroads into 
the Japanese market, having 
increased its small share by 118.9 
percent to 267,000 kilolitres.

Opec price committee to meet 


LAGOS, March 23, (Reuter): 
Opec’s price committee wiU meet 
in Vienna in the first week of 
April, the group's President RH- 
wanu Lukman said today. 

Lukman, Nigeria’s oil mini- 
ster, told a news conference in 
Lagos that thefive-member com- 
mittee would review an audit of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries’ produc- 
tion in the first quarter of 1 988. 

“Our meeting is to review the 
programme in the first quarter 
and by the time we meet we will 
have indicative figures for 
February and March. 1 ’ Lukman 
said. 

He did not announce the exact 
dates of the meeting, saying he 
would consult first with the 
Vienna-based secretariat of 
Opec. 

Nervous' 

The news conference, which 
was eagerly awaited by nervous 
oil markets, began almost an 
hour behind the schedule time of 
1400 GMT. 

After the announcement of the 


meeting, prices for widely traded 
British Brent crude oil from the 
North Sea jumped 35 cents a 
barrel to SI 5.40 for May 
delivery, traders said. 

Lukman said Opec was deter- 
mined. to defend the oil prices 
agreed in December at the last 
full ministerial meeting of the 13- 
nation group. 

Performance > 

“The April meeting will review 
the performance over the first 
quarter of 1988 and that of the 
agreement with a view of decid- 
ing what action, if any, requires 
to be taken to further strengthen 
the market," Lukman said in a 
written statement at the briefing. 

He said in. reply to a question 
Opec was not taking panic 
measures. "If we were panicky I 
would have been in Vienna a 
month ago, we are in no mood 
for panicking." 

The committee, comprising 
Saudi Arabia; Indonesia, 
Algeria, Venezuela and Nigeria, 
was constituted in ,n .abut 
has never met 


In late February, oil prices, 
reacting to an over-supplied 
market, fell to about $4 below the 
average $18 a barrel benchmark 
set by Opec, but they have 
recovered this week to around 
the $15 level. 

Analysts 

Lukman blamed non-Opec 
producers, market analysts and 
high slock drawn-down by con- 
sumers for the slide. 

“The activities of rumour- 
mongers and so-called experts 
who- try to talk the market down 
have also affected the situation,” 
he said. 

“Reports reaching us from the 
major consumer countries, 
especially the USA, indicate that 
stocks are now depleting to levels 
where replenishment is neces- 
sary," Lukman said. 

On non-Opec producers he 
said they had put into the market 
between 500,000 to one milli on 
barrels extra a day. 

. But a meeting of non-Opec 
producers in London this month 
was “a very good omen and a 


very good sign for us”. 

He confirmed that the report 
by Opec's Dutch auditors for 
January production had been 
distributed to all members. The 
report showed that total Opec 
production was well within its 
ceiling, he added. 

Most of the news conference, 
which lasted more than two 
hours, was devoted to the reor- 
ganisation of the Nigerian 
National Oil Corporation 
(NNPQ. 

Lukman said the state oil cor- 
poration will set up 11 separate 
companies following President 
Ibrahim Babangida announ- 
cement on Monday that, with 
immediate effect, it was being 
turned into an autonomous, fully 
commercial enterprise. 

Lukman paid special tribute to 
Subroto, who was removed as 
Indonesian oil minister this week 
after 10 years in the post. 

“Professor Subroto has been 
one of the strongest and most 
distinguished members of Opec's 
council of ministers.” he said. 


Big Mac arrives in Eastern Europe 


BELGRADE, March 23, 
(Reuter): The ‘Big Mac' has 
arrived in Eastern Europe. 

McDonald’s Cozp today laun- 
ched its first hamburger bar in 
the region — in the Yugoslav 
capital of Belgrade — and plans 
were afoot to move the world's 
biggest fast-food chain into other 
Communist European countries 
as well. 

Company officials said a 
McDonald’s would open in the 
□ext few months in the Hun- 
garian capital of Budapest, more 
stores would be built in Belgrade, 
and a deal would soon be con- 
cluded for a restaurant in Mos- 
cow. 

. “We plan to move step by step, 
one restaurant at a time, one 
country at a time," said Glen 
Cook, senior McDonald’s 


executive handling the corpora- 
tion’s European development 
plans. 

McDonald's has some 10,000 
restaurants in nearly 50 coun- 
tries. Other executives said at a 
news conference that the Ham- 
burger chain's Canadian 
affiliates were close to signing a 
deal with the Soviet Union. 

Development 

“It’s an important develop- 
ment." one executive said. “It’s 
not just hamburgers, but Wes- 
tern culture they are importing. 
It's just like Coke and Pepsi years 
ago." 

After a -ribbon-cutting 
ceremony by Belgrade Mayor 
Aieksandar Bakocevic today, 
customers are to get their first 
taste of a McDonald's burger 
when doors open tomorrow. 


In a move unprecedented in 
Yugoslav restaurants, the 
McDonald's, built on central 
Slavija square, bars smoking and 
alcohol to create a healthy 
environment for children, an 
official said. 

The Belgrade McDonald’s is a 
joint venture with Genex, 
Yugoslavia's biggest general 
trading firm and regarded by 
Western businessmen as one of 
the most reliable partners for 
joint investment in this non-alig- 
ned Communist country. 

Genex had a turnover of $4.4 
billion in 1987, a 16 per cent 
growth from 1986. Its exports 
were worth $2.2 billionin 1987 — 
15 per cent of Yugoslavia's total 
exports. 

The deal involves a 50-50 share 
on the $2.5 million equity but the 


restaurant will be run entirely by 
the Yugoslavs said Predrag Dos- 
tanic, managing director of 
McDonald’s- Genex. 

It envisages initially setting up 
four or five McDonald's res- 
taurants in the Belgrade area. 
McDonald's plans to use the 
local profits to open more res- 
taurants.

US fuel-economy standards cost lives: study 


WASHINGTON, March 23, 
(AP): Two university professors 
yesterday said federal fuel-econ- 
omy standards imposed on 
automakers will cause 2,200 to 
3,900 deaths next year in US traf- 
fic accidents by discouraging the 
use of safer Jar ger cars. 

' >“Fifcl-cconomy regulation * 
inevitably leads to smaller, ligh- 
ter cars that are inherently less 
safe than the cars that would be 
produced without a binding fuel- 
economy constraint.” said a 
study by Robert W. Crandall of 
the Brookings Institution in 
Washington and John D. Gra- 
ham of the Harvard School , of 
Public Health in Boston. 

Beginning in 1978, the cor- 
porate average fuel-economy 


standards — Cafe for short — 
sought to encourage more fuel 
efficient cars and thereby reduce 
petroleum use at a time of shor- 
tages and soaring prices. 

Fines 

The required fuel-economy 
this year is 26 miles (41 km) jper 
gallon (3.8 litres) of gasoline. 
Manufacturers that fail to meet 
the standards axe liable to fines. 

Using mathematical models, 
Crandall and Graham estimated 
the Cafe standards had reduced 
theaverage weight of cars by 500 
pounds (225 kg) to 3,100 (1,410 
kg), despite sbarp declines in oil 
prices after 1981 that in an 
unregulated market would be 
expected to encourage manufac- 
ture of larger cars. 


That decline in weight “caused 
by Cafe is associated with a 14 to 
27 per cent increase in occupant 
fatality risk," the study said. The 
researchers applied that range to 
existing traffic fatality figures to 
make • their, .estimate for 1989 
deaths. ... 

i The estimate Took into 
account such factors as the ten- 
dency of occupants of smaller 
cars, compared with those of lar- 
ger cars, to buckle their safety 
belts, the study said. 

Study 

The study also said the Cafe 
standards, by raising the cost of 
desirable high-performance cars, 
have encouraged people to drive 
their cars longer, extending “the 
useful life of older, less safe and 


higher-pollution cars." 

Rep. Bob Carr of Michigan 
said at a news conference mark- 
ing the study's release that he 
hoped the study will help win 
support for legislation he 
introduced last year to abolish 
the Cafe standards. 

“Congress is not the placets 
design auto models," Carr said. 

The study by Crandall and 
Graham is scheduled for 
publication next year in the Jour- 
nal of Law and Economics. 

The study was released by the 
Competitive Enterprise Ins- 
titute, a public-issues group 
espousing free-market princi- 
ples. Crandall and Graham said 
they did the study without funds 
from the institute.

Lower 

Oil prices slipped, with Brent 
crude oil from the North Sea, a 
benchmark grade, down five 
cents to sell at $15 a barrel for 
May delivery. 

Shares were little changed. 
London's FTSE index of 100 
blue chip shares opened 1.3 
points lower at 1,834.1 and had 
slipped to L829 by late morning, 
while in Tokyo, the world’s big-

“The dollar was hard to move 
on either side and it was difficult 
to make profits from such tight 
range trading," a Tokyo 
currency dealer said.

“Everybody is looking to buy 
the pound and the only seller is 
likely to be the Bank of 
England,” said a London trader. 

Dealers said the bank did 
intervene to slow sterling’s rise — 
but they note that the govern- 
ment seems concerned that act- 
ing to .up the pound, either by 
selling large amounts of it or by 
cutting interest rates, would risk 
rekindling inflation. 

Eased 

Meanwhile, although the 
French franc eased half a centime 
trade at 5.7570 to the dollar, 
dealers said the impact of 
President Francois Mitterand's 
announcement that he would 
seek re-election as the candidate 
of the Socialist Party was limited. 

“The franc is faring well. Mit- 
terrand's candidacy has had no 
real impact on the market despite 
the harsh words used by the 
president against the right,” one 
dealer said.

Mexico develops new plan 
to ease Latin debt problems 


CARACAS, March 23, (Reu- 
ter): Mexico hopes to pioneer a 
new solution to Latin America's 
debt problems by encouraging 
countries in the region to write 
down part of each other’s debts, 
Finance Minister Gustavo 
Petridoli said today. 

In an interview, he said a plan 
announced here yesterday 
whereby Mexico is offering to 
write down debts owed it by Cen- 
tral American countries should 
be extended as a regional effort 
to help resolve Latin America’s 
$410 billion debt crisis. 

“We have invited other coun- 
tries to join in this effort, but they 
first want to evaluate the Mex- 
ican scheme," he said during the 
annual meeting of the Inter- 
American Development Bank 
-(lADB)here. . 

. The first -operation involves 
f SWinilEon^wed tol&exico by 
Costa Rica, and Petridoli said 
the total $300-400 million owed it 
by the five Central American 
countries could also qualify. 

Plan 

He said Nicaragua's oil debt to 
Mexico could be written down 
under the plan. Mexico three 
years ago suspended around 
7,500 barrels per day in oil ship- 
ments to Managua because the 
Sandinista government fell 
behind on payments, contribut- 
ing to a chronic fuel shortage in 
that country. 

Nicaragua has suspended 
most payments on its $6.2 billion 
foreign debt, 20 times the valueof 
its exports. The nearest any other 
Latin American country comes 
to this ratio is Bolivia with 7.7. 

Petridoli said this debt relief 
plan comes in the context of 
agreements by eight Latin 
American presidents meeting in 
Acapulco last November to find 
regional solutions to debt and 
other economic problems. 

Under the plan, which the two 
governments began discussing 
six months ago, Costa Rica will 
buy up Mexican debt in the 


secondary markets, at a dis- 
count, and use that paper to 
repay its own debts to Mexico. 

Petridoli said the repayments 
would be made over 10 years, 
with each country taking a share 
in the discount obtained on the 
operation through an arran- 
gement to be worked out bet- 
ween them. 

Reserves 


A Costa Rican Finance Minis- 
try official said the country does 
not have the reserves to service its 
$3. 8-billion debt fully, and that 
the Mexican plan allows it to pay 
back the debt little by little.

History seems to have a hold on Kashmir 

Another world, another time

SRINAGAR, India — “If 
there be Paradise on earth,” 
wrote a Moghul ruler centuries 
ago. “this is it; oh, this is it!” To 
the uninitiated, the emperor's 
enthusiastic assessment of the 
charms of Kashmir may smack 
ever so slightly of Madison 
Avenue hyperbole. 

But for those who've been to 
India's northernmost state — 
nestled in the snowy arms of the 
Himalayas — the Moghul’s 
description is hard to fault. 

Snowcapped peaks surround 
the Vale, or valley, of Kashmir 
like a panoramic post card. In 
the spring, rice paddies spread 
across the valley like a lush 
green carpet and “shikaras” — 
gondola-style boats - skim 
quietly across the lily pads that 
fill Dal Lake. 

There is a tranquillity here of 
centuries gone by. a gentle 
cadence of living that has yet to 
be hurried along by the pres- 
sures of the 20th century. 
Which is not to say that Kash- 
mir has been untouched by the 
modem world; for 40 years 
now. since Indian indepen- 
dence, Kashmir has been a 
•territory sometimes -violently 
disputed by the governments of 
hhittiatoPajasaffi.’'*- -f*' 1 


of living on houseboats on Dal 
Lake. Today, houseboats are 
still a popular form of housing, 
especially among tourists. 

History seems to have a hold 
on Kashmir, walking along a 
lakeside road next to an ox- 
drawn cart or prowling 
through the jumble of alleys 
and leaning buildings of Srin- 
agar, the capital of Kashmir, is 
like entering a time wrap that 
leads to medieaval days. It's a 
feeling that's not far from the 
truth: Parts of Srinagar have 


actually survived from the 
Middle Ages. ' 

The narrow, twisting streets 
of old Srinagar are hemmed in 
by multi-storey buddings, yell- 
owed and crumbling from age 
and the sun. Children call to 
each other from rickety balcon- 
ies. while their grandparents sit 
at windows ana watch the foot 
and oxcart traffic below. 
Women in dark veils are a 
reminder that Kas hmir is a 
predominantly and devoutly 
Muslim state; hidden from the 


eyes of men and strangers, they 
shop in small stalls, buying 
richly coloured spices and flam- 
boyant silks. 

Another world, another 
time, a place apart. There is a 
mystery to Kashmir, a sense of 
one's having stumbled into a 
secret garden. 

The Moghul emperor wasn’t 
far from the truth: 

“If there be Paradiseon earth

Typically, Kashmiris simply 
shrug off the ongoing standoff. 
They are a proud of people, and 


some of them see their land as a 
country apart — a detachment 
that stems at least partly from 
the fact that although Kashmir 
was conquered by the Moghuls 
in 1587, it was never incor- 
porated by the British into 
colonial India. 

The British, however, did 
leave a legacy of sorts in Kash- 
mir. Like the Moghul emperors 
before them, the colonial Brit- 
ish rulers flocked to the cool 
heights of Kashmir when the 
scorching heat of Delhi became 
too much to bear. Although 
Kashmir's maharajah refused 
to allow the British to own land 
or build on it. the British came

Evans sets 
world 800m 
-swinrrrecord^ 

ORLANDO, Florida, March 
23, (AP): Janet Evans set a world 
record in the 800 metre freestyle 
yesterday on the first day or the 
US Swimming Indoor National 
.Championships. 

Evans was timed in eight min- 
utes. 17.12 seconds and now 
holds world records in the 400, 
800 and 1,500 metre freestyles, 
the most by any American 
woman since Debbie Meyer in 
1 968. East Germany’s Cornelia 
Ender held three world records 
simultaneously in 1976. 

The women's 800 freestyle 
world record has now changed 
hands three limes in the past nine 
months after standing untou- 
ched from 1978 to 1987. 

Lost 

“This was more important 
than ray other records, because I 
had the record, then lost it. then 
got it back." Evans said. 

Evans was the first to break the 
mark last July with a time of 
8:22.44 at the US Swimming 
Long Course National Cham- 
pionships. East Germany’s Anke 
Mohring swam the race in 
8:19.53 a month after Evans’ 
swim and held the mark until 
yesterday. 

The world record of 8:24.62 
was held by Australia's Tracey 
Wickham from 1978 until 1987. 


NEW YORK, March 23, (AP): 
The International Boxing 
Federation, which threatened 
to strip Mike Tyson of his 
heavyweight title, said yesterday 
it still recognises him as cham- 
pion. 

"At this point, Mike Tyson is 
the heavyweight champion for 
the IBF," vice-president Jim 
Stevenson said in a telephone 
interview from Bangkok, 
Thailand. "He has not been 
stripped of his IBF title." 

Return 

Stevenson said the case would 
be reviewed when IBF president 
Bob Lee, who was in Tokyo, and 
other officials return to the 
United States on April 1. 

The IBF had said it would 
removeTyson’s title ifhe entered 
the ring without wearing the 
organisation's belt in his cham- 
pionship defence Monday in 
Tokyo against Tony Tubbs. 

Tyson, who knocked down 
Tubbs in the second round, did 
not wear any belt into the ring. 


His aides carried in the belts of 
the World Boxing Association 
and World Boxing Council. 

Bill Cayton, Tyson's co-man- 
ager, said before the bout that the 
champion would not wear the 
IBF belt because he did not want 
to embarrass the Japanese. The 
Japanese boxing commission 
does not recognise the IBF. 

The New Y ork Times reported 
yesterday that the IBF had 
vacated Tyson’s title. Sy 
Roseman, the IBPs public rela- 
tions director. was quoted as say- 
ing Trevor Berbick and Carl 
"The Truth" Willi ams would 
fight for the title.

told parliament today. 

Gandhi, quoted by the Press 
Trust of India, said India had 
played sporting fixtures against 
Israel in the past and would con- 
tinue to play in the future, but a 
government spokesman added 
that a 'principled' decision had 
been made on this occasion 
because of events in the Israeli- 
occupied territories. 

India, beaten fi nalis ts in the 
1987 Davis Cup, lost to 
Yugoslavia in the first round of 
this year's competition and was 
due to play Israel in Tel Aviv 
from April 7-9 in a world group 
relegation playoff. 

The organisers had earlier 
refused an Indian request to shift 
the tie to a neutral venue. 

By refusing to play, India will 
automatically be relegated to the 
Asian regional group. 

Government spokesman KR 
Narayanan said India, a strong 
supporter of the Palestinian 
cause, had taken the decision 
alone and before receviog a 
memorandum from Arab 
ambassadors in New Delhi. 

Policy 

But he added that the decision 
was consistent with Indian policy 
and had been appreciated by the 
Arab countries. 

In London, a spokeswoman 
for the International Tennis 
Federation (1TF) said under 
Davis Cup rules India's refusal to 
play the tie would bring a suspen- 
sion from the competition for 
‘ 1989, and relegation to the Asian 
zone in 1990. 

"This is a shock," said Zvi 
Meyer, secretary of the Israel 
Tennis Association. “Just yester- 
day we received a telex confirm- 
ing the team’s arrival. I am very 
disappointed." 

According to international 
rules, India will have to pay a 
1 0,000 dollar penalty to the Inter- 
national Tennis Federation for 
refusing to play. It is not known if 
further penalties may be 
imposed.

Richards: recovers quickly 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidhd, 
March 23, (Reuter): Vivian 
Richards has made such a speedy 
recovery from an operation that 
he is confidently expected to be 
fit to lead West Indies in the Test 
series against Pakistan starting 
next week. 

Richards underwent surgery 
in a Kingston hospital more than 
a week ago to remove an abcess 
and the West Indian captain, a 
fitness fanatic, surprised doctors 
with the speed of his recovery. 

Stayed 

He was allowed to leave the 
hospital last Thursday, two days 
earlier than expected, and stayed 
with friends for two days before 
returning home to Antigua last 
Saturday. 

West Indies team manager 
Jackie Hendriks spoke of 


Richard's immediate prospects 
after his team's second drubbing 
of Pakistan in three days in Port 
of-Spain, to lead 4r0 in the five- 
match one-day series. 

“Viv is apparently recuperat- 
ing well and although he is unlik- 
ely to play the final one-day inter- 
national in Guyana on March 30, 
weare very confident he will be fit 
to lead the side for the Test 
series," said Hendriks. 

The opening game of die three- 
Test rubber starts in Georgetown 
on April 2, and already fears 
have been expressed about the 
state of the Bourda pitch.

Kouros overcame severe condi- 
tions and a big time handicap to 
win his. third 1,015-km Sydney- 
lo-Melbourae ultramarathon 
today. 

Five days of running in 30 
degree-plus heat after giving the 
43 other competitors a 1 2- hour 
start left Kouros bedraggled but 
triumphant. 

“I’ve never run in weather like 
this. This morning I was sick. I 
was dead,” Kouros croaked to 
reporters after crossing the finish 
line at a suburban shopping mall. 

Kouros, nicknamed The 
Greek Streak' by Australian 
newspapers. Finished in five days 
17 hours. 

He collected 518,500 for win- 
ning and a 53,700 bonus for beat- 
ing the handicap. He slept no 
more than four hours total dur- 
ing the race. 

After slowing to a stagger early 
yesterday with severely blistered 
feet, muscle spasms and exhaus- 
tion, Kouros came alive at the 
end, jumping and skipping over 
the finish line. 

His nearest challenger. New 
Zealand's Dick Tout, led for 
most of the race but was over- 
taken by Kouros yesterday mor- 
ning. 

Tout was expected to finish at 
least three hours or 25-kra behind 
Kouros followed by Yugoslav 
Duson Mravlje, another 20-km 
back.
